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TRAPPED IN AN AMBUSH 


HOW TRE FRENCH WERE ROUTED 
AT TAMSUL 
fTHINESE SOLDIERS DISGUISED AS COOLIES 
LEAD THEM INTO TROUBLE—LOSS OF 
THE FRENCH FLAG AND 106 MEN. 

Paris, Oct. 23.—Fuller advices from 
China give the following particulars of the 
French defeat on Oct. 15: Lin Ming Schuan, the 
Chinese General, sent some of his soldiers dis- 
guised as coolies to offer to assist the French in 
their work of building forts. Meanwhile the 
rest of the Chinese soldiers formed an ambush 
near at hand. Presently a signal previously 
agreed upon was given, whereupon the sup- 
posed covlies and the soldiers in ambush 
made a suddea attack upon the French and 
hemmed them in on all sides, The French were 
overwhelmed and rushed into the sea in the 
wildest confusion. Admiral Lespés admits that 
106 of his men were killed. He offered a reward 
of $6 for each corpse restored. The loss of the 
French flag was greatly deplored, and Admiral 
Lespés endeavored to recover it from the Chinese 
by offering them two new flags in exchange for 
it. But the Chinese refused to entertain the 


bargain. 
It is stated in Paris that one of the powers is 
likely to take steps looking to mediation be- 


tween China and France, with a view to an 
amicable settlement of the present difficulties. 
This power is believed to be Germany. 

Gen. Campenon, Minister of War, asks ths 
authority of the Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies on Tonquin Affairs to form a number 
of new battalions under the conditions of the 
bi!l for the reorganization of the colonial army. 

The Senate to-day voted that medals should be 
awarded to the Tonquin forces.

THE MEETING OF PARLIAMENT. 

THE SPEECH FROM THE THRONE—FRAN- 
CHISE BILL PROSPECTS. 

Lonpox, Oct. 23.—Parliament reassem- 
bled to-day. The following is the Queen's speech 
opening the session: 

My Lorvps AND GENTLEMEN: I have brought 
you together to enable you tofurther consider 
the great subject of the representation of the 
people. I continue to maintain: relations of 
amity with all foreign powers. Theinformation 
from the Soudan includes painful uncertainties, 
but the energy, courage, and resource conspicu- 
ously displayed by Gen. Gordon in the success- 
tul defense of Khartoum deserve my warm rec- 
ognition. The advance of my troops to Dongola 
has for its object the rescue and safety of that 
gallant officer and of those who have so faith- 
tully co-operated with him., 1 am using my best 
endeavors in Egypt to promote further improve- 
ment in affairs in that country. I have given 
my support to the Egyptian Government in the 
difficult financial position in which it was left 
through the fai!ure of the recent conference. I 
regret the occurrences in the Transvaal, and am 
considering w.th the Cape Government means 
to secure the observance of the convention. 

Gentiemen of the! House of Commons: The 
operations in the Soudan render it necessary to 
ask of you further pecuniary provision. 

My Lords and Gentlemen: A bill for the ex- 
tension of the parliamentary franchise will be 
at once introduced. May the blessing of God at- 
tend your Jabors. 

In the House of Commons Mr. Gladstone gave 
notice that next Monday he would ask that pri- 
ority be granted to the Franchise bill through- 
put the ses-ion. Mr. Timothy Harrington, Home 
Ruie member for Westmeath, gave notice that 
he intended to offer an amendment to the ad- 
dress in reply to the speecn from the Throne to 
the effect that the administration of the law in 
ireland was unsatisfactory, and that an inquiry 
into the Maamtrasna murder trial would lead to 
greater contentment among the people. Mr. 
Gladstone thanked Sir Stafford Northcote for 
the moderate tone of his speech. He vaguely 
referred to the Congo question, the Cape troubles, 
Egyptian affairsand Lord Northbrook’s mission. 
He insisted that redistribution must follow the 
passage of the Franchise bill, and depre- 
cated the disorders in Birmingham and else- 
where, but said he hoped the opposition had seen 
that the country wanted the Franchise bill 
passed. He would warn them that while 
insisting that their labors’ should in- 
elude the redistribution scheme, they should 
not include ancther question, the issue of which 
be was unable to foresee. Speeches made by 
other Conservatives showed that they objected 
to Mr. Gladstone’s menacing tone. Mr. Labou- 
cbere said he hoped tne House of Lords would 

ersist in rejecting the Franchise bill and thus 

asten the abolishment of that body. 

in the House of Lords, Baron Belper, (Liberal,) 
in moving the address in reply to the Queen’s 
speech lanched into a discussion of the Fran- 
chise question, and expressed the hope that the 
bill would be adopted by the peers without 
delay. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, Conservative, an- 
nounced that the House was willing to pass the 
eomplete franchise measure, together with a 
Redistribution act, at the earliest date. Earl 
Granville urged a caim discussion of the bill. 
The House then adjourned to Nov. 3. 

The members of the Irish party are left free to 
support the Franchise bill or to refrain from 
voting, as they think fit.

THE BELGIAN CABINET CRISIS. 

BrvssEts, Oct. 23.—The King, conferring 
with Prime Minister Malon, requested the with- 
drawal from the Cabinet of Ministers Jacobs and 
Woeste. After the Cabinet council had consid- 
ered the request M. Malon informed the King 
that the whole Ministry must stand or fall to- 
gether. The King replied that be would consid- 
er what course to pursue. The King desiresa 
coalition Ministry in order to secure the voting 
of the estimatesand the National Military Re- 
serve bill and the dissolution of Parliament in 
the Spring. 

The King has summoned to the palace M. 
Pirmez of the party of the Left Centre. The 
Cabinet has called a meeting for to-day of the 
Senators and Deputies belonging to the party of 
the Right. 

M. Malou, Prime Minister, has resigned. 


THE CHOLERA RECORD. 

Rog, Oct. 23.—During the vast 24 hours 
there were 16 fresh cases of cholera at Naples 
and ldeath. At Genoa no new cases or deaths 
were reported. 

Paris, Oct. 24.—The report of the exist- 
ence of cholera cases at Yport, in the Depart- 
ment of Seine Infericure, 1s confirmed. It was 
brought there by a sailorfrom Cette. Precau- 
tions have been taken to prevent the spread of 
the disease. 

Maprip, Oct. 23.—Two deaths that have 
occurred in this city are suspected to have been 
caused by Asiatic cholera. 

MARSEILLES, Oct. 23.—M,. Daumas, amem- 
ber of the Municipal Government, has fied, taking 
with him 17,000f. which was intended for dis- 
tribution among cholera sufferers. A warrant 
has been issued for his arrest. 

Oran, Oct. 23.—Six deaths from cholera 
bave occurred here within the past 24 hours.

THE BRUNSWICK. SUCCESSION. 

Beri, Oct. 23.—The question of the 
Brunswick succession has deen discussed by the 
Bundesrath. A majority of the body resvived 
not to admit the claims of the Duke of Cumber- 
land to the throne. 

The North German Gazette says that 11) out of 
the 19 districts of Hanover return Guelph Depu- 
ties whose programme, according to Deputy 
Goetz. as Prussia will not spontaneously offer 
the Hanoverian throne to the Duke of Cumber- 
land, is the use of foreign complications to bring 
abouta forcible restoration. The Gazette con- 
siders tunis deciaration treasonable. 

The Duke of Cumberland has issued a proclam- 
ation assuming the government of the Duchy, 
and reserving the right to issue the necessary 
orders in relation to the outb of allegiance. He 
says he intends to govern the country in accord- 
ance with the imperial aud provincial constitu- 
tions. The Weser Gazelte states that copies of 
the proclamation have been sent to all the Ger- 
man Princes and to the authorities of the Ger- 
man free towns. 

Prince Albert of Prussia is a candidate for the 
succession to the thione of Brunswick, His 
cluim is tavored by the Court. 

Brunsevter, Oct. 23.—Count G oertz-Wris- 
berg, President of the Council of the Regency, 





in opening the ep f to-day, said that the 
council was in favor of a settlement of the 
question of the succession in conformity with 
the laws of the empire, and therefore abstained 
from further action. He also said: “If we 
give the empire what belongs to it, it will also 
expect that the constitution of the Duchy and 
its legal position within and toward the empire 
will be fully considered.” A motion was adopted 
expressing loyalty to the Emperor and to the 
empire and hope forthe future of the Duchy. 
The Assembly will to-morrow proceed in a body 
to deposit a wreath upon the coffin of the late 
Duke.

RETRENCHMENT IN EGYPT. 

Lonnpon, Oct. 23.—The Egyptian Minis- 
ter of Finance has prepared the budget for the 
coming year,in which he shows that it is im- 
possible to reduce the expenses of the civil ad- 
ministration. Nubar Pasha, the Egyptian 


Prime Minister, informed Lord Northbrook that 
a reduction of taxation of £1,200,000 yearly 
would assist in promoting the prosperity of the 
country, but he insisted that the reduction be 
postponed until 1886. He also supported the re- 
port of the Minister of Finance. 

The proposed Government credit for the Nile 
expedition is £2,000,000. A small group of ex- 
treme Radical members of Parliament are op- 
posed to granting the money. 


Catro, Oct. 23.—Upon the reduction of 
the Egyptian army to 30,000 men all but 10 of its 
British officers will resign.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lisson, Oct. 23.—The King to-day gave 
audience to Mr. Richmond, the newly appointed 
American Minister, who presented his creden- 
tials. 

BERLIN, Oct. 23.—The Tageblatt says that 
Germany has opened negotiations with Spain in 
relation to West African affairs. 

Eight persons have been burned to death ina 
fire which occurred in Westphalia. 

A circular has been issued by the Prussian 
Minister of the Interior reminding directors of 


theatres of the existence of an edict forbidding 
the performance of dramas in which members of 
the roj}al dynasty are represented. 


Rome, Oct. 23.—The founders of the 
St. Pau! Catholic Italian Church, in replying to 
a declaration of the Cardinal Vicar that the 
chureh is of a heretical character, deny the 
authority of the Pope. The Vatican will soon 
excommunicate them. 


St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 23.—The authori- 
ties of the University of Charkoff announce 
that no more scholarships will be offered until 
the ferment among the students has subsided. 
The students threaten to renew the disorders. 


MANCHESTER, Oct. 23.—An anti-slavery 
jubilee meeting was held here to-day. Mr. Hen- 
ry M. Stanley, who was one of the speakers, as- 
sured English people who believed that slavery 
had been abolished that all the so-called free 
laborers in Africa were captured slaves. He 
said that the great cause of existing siavery was 
the action of the Portuguese Government, and 
that a strong expression of public opinion on 
the subject would do much to abolish the evil. 


Lonpon, Oct. 23.—Mr. Gladstone has 
written a long letter to the St. Asaph Diocesan 
Conference on the subject of the * Disestablish- 
ment of the Church of England.” In it he coun- 
sels churchmen to be tolerant of each other's 
views and to conduct their controversies with 
charity, moderation, mildness, and reserve.

An infernal machine, to which was attached 
a partially burned fuse, has been discovered at 
the door of Magny Chapel at Montceau les 
Mines. An attemptin which a similar machine 
was used was recently made todestroy the house 
of an official of the Etienne Mine. 

Advices from Madagascar under date of Oct. 1 
say: “Admiral Miot, the commander of the 
French forees, has entered into negotiations 
with several Malagassy chiefs who are disposed 
to lend assistance tothe French. Three hundred 
Hovas recently made an attack on the French 
post at Passandava. They were repulsed with 
heavy loss.

TRYING TO FERRET OUT A MURDER. 
READING, Penn., Oct. 23.—The police 
authorities were to-day informed that the neigh 
bors of Tyrus Essler, a farmer residing in Rich- 
mond Township, had reason to believe that 
Essler, two months ago, bad killed his hired man 
in a dispute about the payment of wages, and 
had buried the body on his property. It is said 
that the affair became known through the child- 
ish prattle of Essler’s children to a neighbor. 
The Coroner, District Attorney, and a detective 
to-day visited Essler’s farm. Essler and his 
wife denied all the allegations. The offici:ls 
dug up several places on the farm, but found 
nothing. The neighbors say that a hired man of 
Essler’s mysteriously disappeared some time 
ago. The officials will continue the investiga- 
tion to-morrow.

WITHHOLDING LABORERS’ WAGES. 
ALLENTOWN, Penn., Oct. 23.—Five of the 
cases of the laborers of the Bethlehem [ron Com- 
pany were tried in court here to-day, the result 
being verdicts against the company. The court 
held that under the act of June 29, 1°81, the com- 
pany had no right to deduct store bills from the 
wages of their workmen. and directed a verdict 
for the plaintiffs. The amount involved in sim- 
ilar cases aggregates $20,000. The trial created 
much interest, as thisis the first decision under 
the act of the Assembly protecting the wages of 
laborers. The company took exceptions and will 
carry the cases to the Supreme Court.

THE BLAINE MEN SQUEEZING THE 
CLERKS UNMERCIFULLY. 

INDIANA CLERKS DISTINCTLY THREATENED 

IF THEY DO NOT PAY UP—THE OHIO 
MEN STILL BEING PLUCKED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—As a rule the 

formal demands made upon Government clerks 


by the Blaine managers for money are not ac-— 


companied by direct threats of trouble if the 
clerks do not stand and deliver. The threats 
usually follow soon after the demands, and are 
made through the columns of Blaine organs. 
The Republiean State Committee of Indiana, 
however, has improved upon this fashion 
of putting the demand and the threat in the 
same document. It has sent to each 
citizen of Indiana employed by the Government 
a circular signed by Chairman John C,. New and 
Secretary L. T. Michener, which has at least the 
merit of frankly announcing that a black list is 
kept of such clerks as fail to open their purses 
at the behest of ‘‘the party in power." The cir- 
cular also conveys the astonishing information 
that the Democrats are leaders of hungry 
“ hoards,” and in other respects it would hardly 
securea high grade ina civil service examina- 
tion. It reads as follows: 


ROOMS OF THE REPUBLICAN STATE CEN-)} 
TRAL COMMITTEE, DENISON HOTEL, ; 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 11, 1834. 

DEAR Sir: The election for President, Con- 
gressmen, and State and local officers is now 
upon us. As a Republican you must believe 
that the welfare of the country requires the con- 
tinuance of the control of public affairs in the 
hands of Republicans. The Democrats are cry- 
ing for a change—a change of what? Mr. 
Hendricks says a change of ‘50,000 officers.” 
That can only mean a demand for 
your place, as well as that of ail other Repub- 
licans now in office. Should they obtain control 
of the National Government no civil service 
Jaw would be allowed to stand in the way of the 
hungry hoards [sic] | lead to obtain control 
of offices, great or sma!).

Clerks who are on the official rolls as coming 
from lowa have also received from the Repub- 
lican Committee of that State an earnest invita- 
tion to step up and contribute to the party 
treasury, acd they will be expected to meet the 
demand at once. Clerks from other States do 
not expect to be more fortunate in the matter 
of campaign assessments than their brethren 
from Indiana and iowa, but they are praying 
that they may escape such a plucking as bas 
been undergone by the clerks who are credited 
to Ohio. The men from that State have had to 
contribute to the Stateand county committees, 
tothe National Committee, and in numerous 
cases to Congressional committees. Besides this 
they had to pay railway fares and expenses to 
and from their homes at the recent election, 
and are being urged to go home again for the 
November election. In addition to all this the 
Ohio clerks are now called upon to pay debts 
amounting to $4,000 contracted by the Kepub- 
lean State Committee. This body has sent Capi. 
J. H. Brown, Chairman of its Executive Com- 
mittee, to this city to collect the money 
in person. Yesterday Capt. Brown sent postal 
ecards to all clerks appointed from Ohio 
asking them to call upon him to-day. Those 
who responded were informed that the Ohio 
Committee had had great difficulty in raising 
funds during the campaign, and that its mem- 
bers had made themselves responsible for $4,@0 
above the receipts, and thissum they felt obliged 
to raise before the end of thecampaign. He said 
they had apportioned sgme of their debts among 
the counties, and the niembers of the committee 
had paid some, but they were now out of money 
for present needs and could not get any in Obio. 
To those who protested their inability to pay, 
because of previous assessments, Capt. Brown 
said he thought they sbould still contribute 
about $10 each. This would make the commit- 
tee square, as there were about 400 clerks on the 
rolls appointed from Ohio. To those who fur- 
ther protested that they could not possibly pay 
him and go home to vote also, he said the com- 
mittee would much rather they should help pay 
the debt than go a second time to vote. 

In connection with this scheme to make the 
clerks pay the Ohie committee’s debts, iit is 
learned that there is a very bitter fecling among 
members of the State Committee toward the Na- 
tional Committee and some of the outside man- 
agers sent to the State in the direct interest of 
Mr. Blaine. This arises from the fact that al- 
though a very large fund was sent from the East 
by Mr. Blaine’s wealthy supporters, he was par- 
ticular to send men to disburse the money, and 
special care was taken that the State Committee 
should have nothing to do withit. The result 
was that the members of this committee were 
left in the lurch with all the debts they had con- 
tracted in advance on their bands. They could 
raise nothing at home, and so were compelled, as 
a last resort, to fall back upon the Washington 


clerks. 
COMMISSIONER EVANS SUMMONED. 
Internal Revenue Commussioner Evans 
is now in New-York, on business which ma 
may prove of a good deal of importance during 
the closing days of the campaign. He was sum- 
moned by the National Committee, whose mem- 


bers wish to arrange w:th him, if possible, for 
the active service of the Collectors of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Department in bolstering up the 
cause of the man trom Maine. It is a 
noteworthy fact that while in some previous 
political campaigns this class of officeholders 
has been a factor of considerable importance, 
tnis year the Collectors have not as yet been 
turned over to the party managers. Whether or 
not the National Committee will be able to con- 
vince Commissioner Evans that it is now time to 
put his subordinates at work cannot be foretold. 
The argument that * Mr. Blaine will remember 
his friends” is strong, but the Commissioner 
would, of course. feel that he ought to consult 
the President before reaching a decision. Be- 
sides, it is said that when Mr. Evans went to see 
Mr. Blaine in Maine he failed to find the candi- 


date at home.

FIRST SNOW OF THE SEASON. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 23.—A slight 
snow squall prevailed here to-day and the weath- 
er was extremely cold. 
PirtspurG, Penn., Oct. 23.—The first 
snow of the season fell here to-day, continuing 
all day, with the exception of alight intervals. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 23.—The first 
snow of the season fell here this morning. The 
wind is brisk, but not high. 


CuicaGco, Oct. 23.—At 6 o’clock this 
morning the temperature had fallen 13° in 
Chicago during the preceding 24 hours, and 
the mercury marked 27° above zero. During 
tne night ice formed to the depth of a quarter 
of an inch. witb the wind at an average velocity 
of a mile in four minutes. At 10 A. M. the 
temperature here had risen to 344°, and flakes 
of snow fell fora tew minutes. To-night it is 
clear and colder, with heavy frosts indicated. 


Toronto, Ontario, Oct. 23.—Snow fell in 
various parts of Ontario this morning. At Brus- 
sels the ground is covered to the depth of six 
inches and it is still snowing. At Baysville and 
Seaforth two inches of snow fell.

WAVING THE BLOODY SHIRT. 


MR, BLAINE FLAUNTS THE RAGGED GAR- 
MENT IN SEVERAL INDIANA TOWNS. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Oct. 23.—Mr. Blaine 
left Evansville at 8:30 this morning for Lafay- 
ette. At Sullivan he made ashort speech. At 
Terre Haute Mr. Blaine was escorted by a pro- 
cession through the city for about an hour. 
Upon returning tothe station he made a short 


speech, in which he said: 

“The Southern question, as for years it has been pop- 
ularly termed, is precipitated into this canvass by the 
South itself, and to neglect to notice it would be 
to overlook one of the most powerful and dan- 
gerous factors in the nationa! contest. To un- 
derstand that question properly, it should be 
remembered that there ure, politically, two 
Souths, which we may term, respectively, the new 
South and the old South. The new South represents 
that awakened liberal sentiment which is striking for 
the industrial development of that naturally rich section 
ofthe Union which recognizes the necessity of tariff 
protection, which casts the bitter memories of the civil 
conflict behind, and which is hopefully struggling in 
Virginia, in North Carolina, in Tennessee, and ir other 
States of the late Confederacy. This eiement includes 
many men who served in the Confederate armies. It 
naturally affiliates with the Republican Party, and it 
seeks to lead people away from the prejudices of the 
past to the contemplation of the majestic future 
which wise and magnanimous action may bring 
to the South in common with the North. The 
old South represents the spirit of rebellion, 
and cherishes sentiments of sullen discontent, 
is perpetually reaffirming its faith in the rightfulness 
of the ‘lost cuuse,’ is full of bitter reproaches against 
those who triumphed in the war for the Union, regards 
negro suffrage with abhorrence, maintains the * wiite 
line,’ and is ready to use whatever amount of intimi- 
dation or violence may become necessary to pre-erve 
its own political and personal mastery in the South. It 
is unquestionably dominant in ali the old slave States, 
and is in open and avowed affiliation with the 
Democratic Party in the North. It constitutes 
three-fourths of the effective Democratic strength 
in the Nation and, in the event of a 
Democratic triumph, would bein absolute and undis- 
puted control of the Government. The struggle of the 
Kepublicans is for the amelioration, improvement, and 
progress of the South, as well as of the North; but 
they are confronted everywhere, and resisted every- 
where, by a determined and hitherto triumphant 
Southern Democracy. ‘The aim ot the Democratic 
Party, as Il’ have already said, is to conjoin the 
Electoral vote of New-York and Indiana with the 
Electoral votes of the 16 Southern States, and it is 
for New-York and Indiana to consider just what this 
means, and where it would carry them. New-York has 
a greater stake than any other State of the Union in 
maintaining sound principles of Government, in up- 
holding the national credit, in perpetuating a tinuncial 
system which embodies the matured wisdow ofthe past 
20 years, in sustaining a protective policy. Indiana 
has a stake less than that of New-York only as 
her population and wealth sre less. The citizens of 
these two States fully comprehend whut it means to 
trust that national credit, the national finances, the 
national pensioning, the protective system, and the 
great interests which are in the control of the Na- 
tional Government to the old South, with its bitter- 
ness, its unreconciled temper, its narrowness of vision, 
its hostility to all Northern interests, its constant 
longing to revive un impossibie past, its absolute inca- 
oe to measure the sweeping magnitude of our great 

uture. 

“The North and South under the Republican adminis- 
tration of the Government will ultimately come into 
harmonious relations. In the last 10 years great 
rrogress has been made toward that, and the next 10 
years may witness the effacement of all hostile iines, 
and the absolute triumph of just and wagnanimous 
policies. But all prospect of that result would be de- 
feated and destroyed by giving the old South posses- 
sion of the national power. Among the first of 
the baleful effects that would follow would 
be the crushing out of all liberal progress 
in the South, and practical nullification of all that has 
been gained by the reconstruction of the laws which 
followed the rebellion. The people of New-York and 
the people of Indiana are now asked to ald in bringing 
about ‘that deplorable result, to be followed by the 
abandonment or reversal of the great financial and in- 
dustrial policies under which the Nation has_ prospered 
somarvelously since the close of the war. Ido not, I 
cannot, believe that you will do it, because such a course 
is forbidden by every instinct of patriotism, as wel! as 
by every consideration of enlightened self-interest.” 

At Brazil, Greencastie, Crawfordsville, and here 
Mr. Biaine repeated his Terre Haute speech. He 
leaves here to-morrow for Springfield, Ill.

THE GRAND TRUNK OF CANADA. 

Lonpon, Oct. 23.— The regular semi- 
annual meeting of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company was held to-day. There was a large 
attendance and much excitement was shown. 
Sir Henry Whatley Tyler, member of the House 
of Commons, was cheered and hissed upon 
moving the adoption of the company’s report. 
He complained that the company had been ven- 


omously and anonymously attacked during the 
past year, but he was unable to disguise the 
tact that the tong ne | of the road for 
the past half year had been unsatistactory. 
Every element, he said, nad been adverse. it 
was not the Directors’ fault that the road had 
not been more successful, but it was due to de- 
tective harvests and commercial depression. 
Overcompetition in through rates had also 
helped to diminish the revenue. The report 
shows a deficit, as compared with the report of 
the corresponding half year of 1888, of £48,000 in 
passenger traflic and £174,000in freight traffic, 
but a saving ot £147,000 has been effected 
in the working expenses. Mr. Tyler said 
that he was hopeful of improvement, because 
there are now three roads running to New-York. 
With regard to the distribution of the pwool, 
although the Adams award was adverse to the 
company, he was happy to say the case would 
be reheard, and there was no doubt that the de- 
cision would be reversed. Lord Claud Hamil- 
ton, who has recently returned from Canada, 
gave an excellent account of the eondition of 
the line and its rolling stock. 

The report proposing a dividend of 4 per cent. 
on guaranteed stock and 5 per cent. on first pref- 
erence shares was adopted unanimously and 
without discussion. The Chairman remarked 
that the threatened storm had entirely col- 
lapsed, showing that the critics were afraid to 
face the Directors publicly.

UTICA STALWARTS REVOLT 


MANY ONEIDA COUNTY REPUBLIC-

MR. CONKLING’S FRIENDS ISSUE AN AD- 
DRESS TO REPUBLICANS RENOUNCING 
BLAINE AND CONDEMNING HIS RECORD.

Mr. Conkling’s old stalwart friends in Utica has

evening they resolved to stand and be counted, 
toissue an address giving reasons for their op- 
position to Blaine, and wage active warfare 
henceforward.

John E. Brandegee for Chairman, was author- 

ized to circulate the following address for signa- 

tures: 


to Republicans: 

The undersigned Republicans of Oneida Coun- 
ty, not presenting tuemseives in the attitude of 
a to their fellow-citizens, desire to place 
before them in a brief form what to their minds 
constitute unanswerable objections to Mr. Blaine 
asa candidate for the Presidency. Without at- 
tempting to elaborate an argument, they simply 
present these conclusions: 

1.. His prostitution of his official position in 
his most infiuential station as Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, to his own private 
gain and emolument. Of this he is convicted 
beyond cavil out of hisown mouth. No candid 
man, as we think, who wiil read the Mulligan 
letters, can reach any other conclusion. 

II. The falsehood, evasion, and utter insuffi- 
ciency of his attempted explanation in hisspeech 
in the House, when, as he affirmed, he took into 
his confidence 44,000,000 people, only to betray 
and deceive them. 

Ill. The lack of all statesmanship in his long 
Congressional career, which has failed to ident- 
ify his name with any single affirmative act of 
well-defined or conspicuous public importance, 
and in its negative character bus contributed to 
the delay or defeat of many measures of wise 
legislation. 

IV. The attempt, by dictating to his corre- 
spondent the writing of a letter, ostensibly vol- 
untary, containing statements which he and his 
correspondent knew to be glaringiy talse, pre- 
sents a case containing all the elements of, if it 
be not fairly charged as subornation of perjury. 

V. As it isa distinguished mark of cleaness of 
hands that a public man retires from office no 
richer than he enters it, so on the other hand it 
isa serious imputation that one thus situated, 
with no private fortune previously accumulated 
and no lucrative profession to supplement his 
legitimate wages, should be ranked among the 
millionaires who, like lilies, ** toil not, neither do 
they spin,” and yet receive the rewards that can 
only fairly be won by honest effort and legiti- 
mate gain. 

VI. While in the home field no credit, but, as 
we think, great dishonor, has attended the efforts 
of Mr. Blaine, in the field of diplomacy he has 
exhibited both ignorance and incompetency, 
coupled with a reckless audacity that might 
well, but fora timely arrest, bave exposed the 
Nation to results destructive of the peace and 
barmony of the civilized world. 

VII. Reversing the sound rule that the office 
should seek the man, not the man the office, this 
aspirant for the Presidency has thrice thrust 
himself before the people. Twice rejected asa 
candidate, and only nominated by the unceasing 
clamor and interested partisanship of a class who 
largely support him, contact with whom is 
degradation, in defiance of the judgment of 
sound and sober thinking men, he only awaits 
— his third and, we trust, his final condemna- 

ion. . 

We believe that in following the dictates of 
conscientious convictions no Republican forfeits 
in any degree his standing and position in the 
party to which he has been and is still attached, 
but simply maintains the right to which the 
party has always been pledged, of ** free thought, 
tree speech, and free men.” 

In conclusion, while we are well aware that 
this declaration will expose us to the criticism 
and quite probably the vituperation—of which 
we have already received a full measure—of blind 
zealots and interested adherents of the party, we 
look, on the other hand, with some confidence 
for kind treatment and candid consideration 
from the old and long-tried friends from whom, 
on this single issue, we reluctantly separate. We 
part in grief and notinanger. We readily con- 
cede to these friends, made such on many a hard- 
fought field for the party we served and the 
Union we loved, the same liberty of choice anda 
honesty ot purpose that we claim for ourselves. 
But we cannot, however severe the struggle, 
give up our convictions or surrender our man- 
liness at the mere behest of party. Like the old 
Reformer, we can only say, “ Here we stand. 
We cannot do otherwise.”

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DEBTS OF DR. NEWMAN'S CHURCH. 


A THREATENED FORECLOSURE OF A MORT- 
GAGE ON THE PROPERTY. 

The janitor of the Madison-Avenue Con- 
gregational Church evidently had forgotten that 
the Board of “Trustees were to meet in the 
church last night, for when seven members of 
the board arrived they found that the doors 
were locked and the whole church was in an 
alarming state of darkness. No one seemed to 
know where ghe janitor lived, but after some 
minutes of shivering uncertainty a Trustee 
suddenly bethought himself that the sex- 
ton also had keys, and he went to get them. 
He returned with the sexton’s son and the keys. 
Admittance being gained to the vestry the seven 


gentlemen present, who were Messrs. Breen, 
Nicvll, Hopkins, Knapp, Seymour, Cooley, and 
Secretary Ward, warmed themselves at the rem- 
nants of a fire which remained in the stove, and 
then gathered about a table. Mr. Breen took 
the chair and called the “meeting” to order. 
‘lreasurer Seymour then furnished his report for 
the months of June, July, and August, by which 
it was shown that the receipts for the three 
months were $2,268 02, while the disbursements 
amounted to $2,309 11, and there was a balance 
in the treasury on Sept. 1 of $49 88. 

Then a list of present indebtedness was read 
by Mr. Seymour, and the others looked glum. 
The church was in debt to its choir to the extent 
of $441; to its Pastor, (on Oct. 1,) $5,134, accord- 
ing to one count, and under the recent injunc- 
tion obtained, $2,800; other small bills amounted 
to $920 06; a carpet claim, $500, and interest due 
on the mortgage on the church, $2,750. Then a 
list of people covering several sheets of foolscap 
who owed pew rent was read, and it was found 
that from this source alone $3,097 was due, 
which it seemed could not be obtained. 
Mr. Seymour had had a collector at work 
all Summer trying to get the money, but the 
people refused to pay except to Dr. Newman, 
and, as Dr. Newman refused to accept it, in all 
likelihood the money would remain a debt. A let- 
ter from Dr. Newman’s attorney, who, together 
with Trustee Hopkins, asked to be allowed to 
make an inspection of the Treasurer’s and Sec- 
retary’s books for the past few years, was read, 
and after a long discussion it was decided to 
have the books at Mr. Foster's office at 12 o’clock 
to-day, when Trustee Hopkins and the lawyer 
will look over them. 

A bill for printing amounting to $152 70 was 
next presented. The bill had lony been due, and 
Burgoyne, the printer, had finally put it in the 
hands of a collector, who had written for pay- 
ment, and, being informed that it could not be 
paid, obtained a summons from the Superior 
Court for the Treasurer to appear before that 
tribunal 20 days from the date of service. Then 
the matter of arrears of and interest due on the 
church property mortgage was taken up. A let- 
ter from thelawyer of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, which holds the mortgage, stated that 
unless the interest was paid forthwith the com- 
pany would foreclose. 

* What are we going to do ?” asked the Chair- 
man. ‘* People won't pay their pew rents, and 
bow are we to pay our debts ?”’ 

Trustee Hopkins, in a tone of mild sarcasm, 
advised the board to apply forasecond mortgage. 

Trustee Cooley, who had up to this time pre- 
served a discreet silence, suddenly asked about 
the famous stereoptican which Dr. Hepworth 
had given the church, and which Dr. Kanney 
persistently holds, claiming that Dr. Hepwortn 
gave ittohim. Trustee Cooley moved that Dr. 
Hepworth “demand” it from Dr. Ranney, 
whereat the other Trustees laughed. Trustee 
Hopkins made himself energetically heard in 
protest as he said the affair belonged to Dr. 
Ranney, and not to Dr. Hepworth. 

* But,” said the Chair, * Dr. Hepworth wrute 
to me that the stereopticon belongs to us and 
not to Dr. Ranney.” 

“And I know,” ejaculated Mr. Hopkins, “ that 
it belongs to Dr. Kanney.” 

“Then,” said the Chair, * Dr. Hepworth is a 
liar, is he?”

“Isn't that just a trifle abrupt?” asked Mr.

The Treasurer thought that within the 20 days 
allowed he might raise the money, but was some- 
what discouraged at the smallness of the two 
previous Sundays’ collections. One. hd 
umounted to a little over $8, and the other to 
$10. It was finally decided to lay this matter 
over till the next meeting, and the Trustees then 
adjourned to Novy. 3. 
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THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO FIGHT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—Another move 
in the war between the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Railroad Companies was made by 
the Baltimore and Ohio to-day in ordering a cut 
in Western through passenger rates. At all the 
offices here tickets are being sold from this city 


to the West by way of New-York at figures much 
lower than those of the rival line. The rates are 
by this cut $17 50 to Chicago, or 50 cents less than 
the Pennsylvania’s through tickets, and $21 50 
to St. Louis, or $1 25 less. Assistant Passen- 
ger Agent Boyd, of the Pennsylvania, 
this afternoon said that people traveling West 
would receive no benefit from the cut. The 
Reading would not carry passengers to New- 
York for nothing. The Pennsylvania was selling 
tickets to Chicago for $18, and for the sake of 50 
cents nobody would be likely to take the long 
and round about way by going to New-York. 

Neverthe- 
less, Mr. Mackenzie, the agent of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Company in this city, says that tickets 
are being sold at the rates named.

MAMIE THORPE'S MURDERER. 
THE TRIAL OF YOUNG HAZELTINE BEGUN I¥ 
BALTIMORE YESTERDAY. 
BattTmMorF, Oct. 25.—The trial of Gilbert 
W. Hazeltine for the murder of Mamie Thorpe at 
a disreputable house on North-street, this city, 
on July 19 last, was begun in the Criminal Court 
to-day. The prisoner, who has been in the city 
jail since the murder was committed, is from 
Jamestown, N. Y. ile is defended by ex-Gov. 
William Pinckney Whyte and other counsel, 
When brought into court he was accompanied 
by his mother, a middle-aged lady of prepossess« 

ing appearance. 

The facts surrounding the crime, as disclosed 
at the Coroner’s inquest were that on the morn- 
ing of the 19th of July last. Mamie Thorpe and 
May White went to the house of Pearl Snow, ac- 
companied by Samuei E. Van Witzen,a young 


lawyer of Baltimore, and Gilbert W. Hazeltine, 
the accused. The four had that morning ar~ 
rived in Baltimore from Toronto, Canada. Van 
Witzen stayed but a short time at Snow’s house, 
but the other three remained all day indulging 
freely, itis alleged, in wine. Some time in the 
afternoon Hazeitine produced a pair of re- 
volvers and declared his intention of shoot- 
ing some one. One of the inmates of the 
house took the pistols from him, and had the 
cartridges withdrawn and throwp away. Just 
before 5 o’ciock Hazeline asked for his pistols 
and they were returned to him. Pearl Snow, 
howev'r, taking the precaution to examine his 
pockets to see that he had no cartridges con- 
cealed. The pistols were given him in the front 
room of the second story, in which room Thorpe, 
White, Snow, aud other inmates of the house 
had been sitting. After receiving the weapons / 
Hazeltine went down stairs and on returning jn 
a short time requested all in the room to leave 
except Thorpe and White, ashe had something: 
tosay tothem. After the other women had left 
Hazeltine closed and locked the door. He then! 
usked May White for a diamond pin she wore inj 
order that he might pawn it and get more 
money. This being refused he opened fire 
on her, while she and Mamie Thorpe 
were reclining on a bed in the room, 
both being under the impression until then that 
the pistols were unloaded. The first shot struck 
White in the left thigh. The second in the right 
side of the face. The murderer then tired at 
Mamie Thorpe, who had sprung from the bed. 
The first shot struck herin the leftarm. <A sec- 
ond struck her inthe right side of the back. The 
locked door was finally forced open, and Officer 
Thomas Millis, who had been attracted by the 
shots, took Hazeltine and Van Witzen, who had 
returned to the house, and was at the time of; 
the shooting asleep in a back room, into custody.' 
When the door was broken open Mamie Thorpe 
rushed from the room exclaiming, * I’m dying !"’ 
She expired a few minutes after. May White 
recovered.

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THE WEST SHORE’S FIGHT 


HOW ITS BONDHOLDERS VIEW ITS 
CUT IN RATES. 
THEIR COMMITTEE INDORSING THE POLICY, 
BUT OTHERS OPPOSING IT—RUMORS 
OF A CHANGE IN THE CONTROL. 

The affairs of the Buffalo, New-York 
and West Shore Railroad are absorbing a great 
deal of interest in railroad and financial circles. 
The action of Receivers Russell and Houston, in 
making an open cut in passenger rates, has 
stirred up much feeling in Wall-street. The 
* bulls” are angry because a railroad war always 
weakens the market, and capitalists interested 
in trunk lines which compete with the West 
Shore are angry for obvious reasons. Several 
letters protesting against the policy pursued by 
the West Shore Receivers have been sent to 
President John A. Stewart, of the United States 
Trust Company, during the past two or three 
days. That trust company is Trustee for the 
bondholders, and under the terms of its Trustee- 
ship it is bound to protect the interests of the 
bondholders in every way possible. 

The tenor of the letters sent to President 
Stewart by the dissatisfied bondholders was to 
the effect that by making so large a reduction in 
the passenger rates the Receivers were diminish- 
ine the revenues of the West Shore and in that 
way injuring the property. It was claimed that 
by doing business at less than cost forany length 
of time an additional issue of Receiver’s certifi- 
cates would be made necessary, and the value 
of the first mortgage bonds would be depreciated 
thereby. Some of the protesting bondboiders 
advised that suitable action be taken by the 
Trustee looking to the removal of the Receivers. 


President Stewart sent brief notes of reply to 
eacn of the protesting bondholders. He court- 
eously acknowledged their right to seek pro- 
tection at the hands of the Trustee, and said that 
if it should be demonstrated that the policy of 
the Receivers was working injury to the bond- 
holders it might become the duty of the Trustee 
to take some action in the matter. Mr. Stewart's 
letter was entirely non-committal and conveyed 
no comfort to those bondholders who desired 
that immediate legal action should be begun 
against the West Shore Receivers. 

A gentleman who joined with other bondhold- 
ergin sending a note of protest to the trust 
company said yesterday: “President Stewart 
has received protests from men who hold more 
than $1,000,000 of the West Shore first mortgage 
bonds. We all believe that the interests of the 
bondbolders are suffering in consequence of the 
course now being pursued by the Receivers. We 
shall wait a few days to see whether Mr. Stewart 
proposes to take any action. If he does nothing, 
there will be an independent application to the 
zourts for the removal of Receivers Russell and 
Houston.” 

The Committee of Bondholders, which was 
formed some time ago for mutual protection, 
net yesteraay at No. 49 Wall-street and discussed 
she situation. This committee, it is claimed, 
represent about $27,000,000 of the $50,000,000 of 
West Shore bonds. The policy of the Receivers 
in cutting down the passenger rates did not meet 
with much opposition in yesterday's meeting. 
The tenor of the discussion, on the other hand, 
was favorable to the Receivers’ course. Accord- 
ing to a statement submitted by Receivers 
Russell and Houston, it was shown that since 
the cut was made in passenger rates the 
passenger earnings of the road had act- 
ually increased 20 per cent. Although mem- 
ers of the committee declared that no 
definite conclusion was arrived at, Sec- 
retary H. D. Bulkley officially announced 
that the meeting had “indorsed the action of 
the Receivers as being in the interest of and ior 
the protection of the pruperty.” One of the 
bondholders who attended the meeting said that 
the committee would probably prepare a re- 
port showing that the interests of the bondbold- 
ers were not endangered. This gentieman be- 
lieved that the cut in rates by the West Shore 
Road had been forced upon the road, and was, 
under the circumstances, a wise movement. 
The West Shore Keceivers. he said, had done 
openly what the agents of other trunk lines had 
been doing secretiy for several weeks. 

A proposition to lease the West Shore Road is 
now being considered by a party of capitalists, 
and in a day or two, it is expected, the plan will 
take definite shape. The syndicate propose, so 
they say, to take the road out of the hands of 
the Receivers and operate it for a term of yeas, 
guaranteeing a certain amount to the bondhold- 
ers. It is whispered that should this plan be put 
into operation it would involve a radical change 
in the control of another trunk line. Cyfus W. 
Field is one of the syndicate, and friends of Jay 
Gould say that he is also interested. Mr. Field is 
a Director of the New-York Central Railroad, a 
fact wnich causes “ the Street” to look askance 
upon the syndicate’s proposition. 

A report was current in Wall-street yesterduy 
that a change in the contro! of the West Shore 
Road was about to be made through the agency 
of President Stewart, of the United States Trust 
Company. Mr. Stewart informed a TIMEs report- 
er that he knew nothing about any such scheme 
and had received no propositions relating to the 
matter. 
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THE OHIO CENTRAL RAILROAD. 

Some weeks ago a committee consisting 
of D. B. Halstead, Charles J. Canda,C. W. Op- 
dyke, J. S. Stanton, and Grinnell Burt was ap- 
pointed by certain of the bondholders of the 
Ohio Centrai Railroad to prepare a plan of reor- 


ganization. It was stated yesterday that a plan 
bad been agreed upon which will be issued ina 
few days. Following isan outline of the plan: 
First mortgage bonds to the amount of 
$5,000,000, with interest at 5 per cent., are to be 
issued; also $3,750,000 or preferred stock and 
$7,250,000 of common stock. Holders of 
the $3,000,000 main line first mortgage 
bonds will receive an equal amount 
of the new bonds and $750,000 of the 
new preferred stock upon paying a five- 
doliar assessment on each bond. The 
remaining $3,000,000 of preferred stock is to be 
issued to holders of the $3,000,000 of second mort- 
gage income main line bonds on their paving $50 
assessment on each of the said second mortgage 
bonds. Six million six hundred thousand dollars 
of the new common stock will be distributed 
among the holders of $22.000,000 of the stock of 
the Ohio Central Railroad Company on their pay- 
ing an assessment of $1 on each share of the old 
stock. After this exchange of bonds and stock 
there will remain in the treasury of the company 
2,000,000 of the new bonds and $650,000 of new 
common stock. The company will in addition 
have the benefit of the cash assessments for the 
purpose of making necessary improvements and 
acguiring additional terminal facilities. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

San FrAnNcrisco, Oct. 23.—It is stated that 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company, 
whose lines now enter California, intends resist- 


ing the authority of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion and attacking its constitutionality in the 
courts. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 23.—The saleof the An- 
napolis and Elkridge Railroad, with all its prop- 
erty, real and personal, advertised to take place 
at the Exchange Salesroom this afternoon, was 
adjourned by the agents for the Trustees until 
Thursday, Dec. 18, to be then subject to the fur- 
ther right of adjournment from day to day un- 
til sold. There is an injunction by the State 
against the sale resting in the Circuit Court for 
Anne Arunde! County, and there can be no sale 
until this is dissolved. 


Kansas City, Oct. 23.—The passenger 
rate to Chicago has dropped to $9, and there 
seems to be a general disposition now to abandon 
the Kausas City agreement poasees a settie- 
ment of the difficulties. Local agents are/await- 
ing instructions from the General Managers, 
and the situation is more warlike. The cutting 
has not extended to St. Louis rates. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The Tennessee 
bond cases, which comprise 16 suits against 16 
Southern railroad corporations, and which in- 
volve outstanding bonds to the amount of 

7,000,000, were called for argument in the United 
States Supreme Court this afternoon. There 
was an extraordinary array of counsel present 
trom all parts of the country, including Gov. 
et ot Ohio; Gen. Wager Swayne and John 
C. F. Gardner, ot New-York, who represented the 
bondholders, and C. F. Southmayd, of 
New-York; Judge. Campbell, of  New-Or- 
leans; Judge East and Edward Baxter, of 
Nashville; Judge Houston, of Louisville: 
William M. Ramsey, of Cincinnati; Gen. Wright 
and L. W. Humes, of Memphis, and P. J. Ham- 
ilton, of Mobile, as representatives of the rail- 
road companies. The bonds are part of those 
issued by the State of Tennessee to the defend- 
ant. The bondholders ask that they be declared 
a first lien on the roads, claiming that they were 
issued for the benefit of the roads. The railroad 
companies claim that the lien was for the ben- 
etit of the State only. The decision of Judge 
Withey in the trials in the district courts was 
adverse to the bondholders, and from that decis- 
ion they appealed to this court in 1881. In view 
of the importance of the cases the court has ex- 
tended the time for argument to nine bours for 
each side. Gov. Hoadly opened the argument 
€or the bondholders.

SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT DEDICATED.

DEATH OF A NONOGENARIAN. 
HORNELISVILLE, N. Y., Oct. 21.—Dr. 
James Faulkner, one of the most remarkable 
men in New-York State, if not in this country, 
died in Dansville, Livingston County, on Sun- 
day last. Dr. Faulkner would have been 95 
years old on Jan. 21, 188. He was born 


in Cambridgetown, Washington County. At 
the age of 7 — he came to the present site of 
Dansville, his parents emigrating to that locality 
when it was a wilderness and was a part of 
Steuben County. He served through the war 
of 1812 as a surgeon in Gen. McClure’s command. 
He was a member of the Board of Supervisors of 
his —— from 1815to 1821. In 1825-6 he rep- 
resented the countv in the Assembly. Gov. Marcy 
appointed him Associate Judge of Common 
Pleas of Livingston County in 1835. He repre- 
sented the district then compose1 of Chenango, 
Chemung, Tioga, Steuben, Livingston, and Alle- 
gany Counties in the State Senate from 1843 to 
1846. Since then be devoted his timeto the many 
business enterprises he had founded and was 
interested in. He established paper mills in 
Dansville as early as 1815. In 1889 he converted 
them intoa tannery. He built the celebrated 
Faulkner grist mills. He was one of the found- 
ers of the First National Bunk of Dansville, in 
1868, and was elected its President, a position he 
held continuously until his death. He was the 
oldest bank President inthe United States. At 
the age of 93 he signed the bank’s last issue of 
notes, his signature being a marvel of graceful 
penmanship. He was the father ofa large family, 
among hissons being Gen. L. B. Faulkner, the 
Hon, James Faulkner, and the late Judge Samuel

THE ATTITUDE OF “DON” CAM- 
ERON AND HIS MEN. 
‘THE SENATOR NOT DISPOSED TO WORK .FOR 


BLAINE—NO OPEN STALWART REVOLT 


—BUTLER’S STRENGTH. 

PittTsnurG, Oct. 18.—Very few persons 
ever stop to think about it, but the fact is that 
Allegheny County and Philadelphia County, 
which include the cities of Pittsburg and Phila- 
delphia, furnish the Republican Party and can- 
didates with the Republican majorities for 
which the Keystone State has been * good” for 
many consecutive Presidential contests. Some 
very determined persons have thought of it this 
year, however, and reflection has brought them 
to action which may have an important bear- 
ing upon the result to be reached in a few 
weeks in this State. Outside of Allegheny and 
Philadelphia in 1883 the State was Demo- 
cratic by nearly 10,000 votes, but with a 
short vote. In 1880, when the vote polled 
was nearly 875,000, Garfleld had a plurality 
of 37,276, anda majority of 14,649. Of this plu- 
rality Allegheny furnished about 13,500 and 
Philadelphia 20,890, leaving only 3,000 to he ac- 
counted forin the other counties of the State. 
There was dissatisfaction in this State in 1880 
about the nomination of Garfield, and the Clan 
Cameron, at first sullen and indifferent, was only 
brought in by the sort of assurances that in- 
duced Roscoe Conkling and Gen. Grant to ap- 
prove of and help the Republican Party late in 
the contest. The Camerons did come in, how- 
ever, and father and son each contributed a 
check for $50,000 to thejfunds of the National 
Committee. They have not yet “come in” in 
this vampaign in the same liberal manner. It is 
well known that while Simon Cameron has of- 
fered to receive Mr. Blaine at his Harrisburg 
home, if he will call upon him, the younger 
Cameron has not evinced any unbecoming anx1- 


ety about Bilaine’s election. A Democratic Sena- 
tor, whom I met not long ago, told me a story 
about Don Cameron which I shall take the liberty 
of repeating, without, however, revealing the 
name of the Senator who told me. This Senator 
had called at the White House to pay his respects 
to the President, and found him on the porch 
back of the White House, in company with Don 
‘Cameron. They smoked and chatted together, 
and when the time came for the Democrat to 
leave, he made the remark to Cameron that he, 
the Democrat, supposed Cameron was going 
back to Pennsylvania to work for Blaine. 
“Now look here, Senator,’ said Cameron, 
as he tipped back in his chair and snapped 
the ashes from his cigar, “Simon Came- 
ron gave $50,000 to help elect Garfield 
in 1880. His son gave a check for the same 
amount. You know how they came out. This 
year L am out of politics. I have no money to 
spend in electing a man who owes me 
nothing but a grudge. Go back to your State, 
and if you can do anything to beat that’——I 
will not produce the indelicate designation he 
made use of—‘'from Maine, you do it.” The 
President sat but a few feet away, heard the 
conversation, and made no comment, but ap- 
peared just then to have suddenly discovered 
some new and interesting feature in the scenery 
at the back of the White House which engrossed 
his entire attention. 

Since that time it has been annuunced with 
several trumpet flourishes, which have been 
echoed by the Associated Press to the far West, 
of course for non-partisan reasons, that Blaine 
bas ** made up” with Cameron the younger, and 
that the great ‘* boss’ has undertaken to keep 
his followers in this State in line for the Plumed 
Knight. The importance of securing this al- 
leged reconciliation can be discovered by look- 
ing at the returns in the bitter contest of 1882, 
when, with a strict Blaine candidate, the Blaine 
men or independents polled 44,000 votes and 
the Cameron Republicans 315,000. The Dem- 
ocrats, however, were “too many” for 
the broken Cameronian line, and Patti- 
son, the Democratic candidate, was elect- 
ed. The subsequent ro history of the 
Republican Party in the State cannot be fol- 
lowed minutely, but it can only be said that 
without much of a struggle the State was al- 
lowed, in the convention preceding the Na- 
tional Convention, to be committed to Blaine. 
The Blaine ** boom” was skillfully worked up, 
and Don Cameron, supposed to be a candidate 
for re-election to the Senate, kept away from 
the State, out of the row, choosing to appear 
desirous of offending neither faction. And now 
the scenes are set forthe play. In a few days 
Pennsylvania will vote, not only for Presiden- 
tial Electors, but for 25 members of a 
Senate which will elect Cameron’s successor, for 
an entire House of Representatives which will 
participatein that election, and for lesser officers 
in counties and towns. The 25 Senators to be 
chosen will not only help to elect Cameron's suc- 
cessor, but they will hold over long enough 
to join other Senators to be chosen in two years 
who will elect the successorto Senator Mitchell. 
The present —oeeee is Democratic by a ma- 
jority on joint ballot of 23, so it will be seen that 
there is another serious problem inthis State 
beside that of choosing Electors favorable to the 
election of ‘* Spotted Jim” to the Presidency. 

Nowhere in the State is this tact more thor- 
oughly well known than among the Cameron 
men here in Allegheny County. They did not 
open the campaign here. All the initial work 
was undertaken by the men who were conspicu- 
ous as independents in the Stewart-Beaver con- 
test in 1882. Willing and anxious as these Penn- 
sylvania haif breeds were to get the ball rolling 
for Blaine, they were not conspicuousiy able in 
accomplishing their purpose. Tne money did 
not come readily in answer to their appeals for 
it, and recently it was found necessary to call 
upon Chris Magee, Cameron’s skilled and ener- 
getic lieutenant, to take hoid, stir up the organi- 
zation, and bring out not only the half breeds but 
the stalwarts. The bail appears to be rolling. 
The Republican organization, a very strong and 
thorough one, seems to be “ booming” things 
for Blaine and Logan. There is scarce aripple 
of resistance to be seen on the surface of the 
political pool, and Dr. Fetterman, Chairman of 
the County Committee, says that Allegheny 
County is good for 20,000 Republican majority. 
A Democratic organization is at work,and a 
very good organization it is, although its officers 
have not been stimulated by any record of suc- 
cess in the county. The Democrats look for a 
vote of about 65,000 or 70,000, and for a Republic- 
an majority of 13,000 to 15,000. Perhaps Blaine 
will get the highest majority expected for him. 
Perhaps not. nder the seeming harmony and 
away trom the blare of the brass bands that lead 
the Jingo processions one hears talk that bodes 
no good to the Maine man. It comes from men 
who in New-York would be calied stalwarts. 
They are like those discreet gentlemen in New- 
York City who preside over the district organ- 
izations. They are not “tor” Blaine in the sense 
that Mr. William Walter Phelps, Powell Clayton, 
Steve Dorsey, Steve Elkins, and others are “‘for’’ 
him. They are in politics. Many of them live 
by politics, and under the protection of the 
Republican organization. t is valuable to 
them for what it is worth. Be the candidate 
who he may, they are for the “party” 
always in Allegheny County, and _ to 
such an extent a8 may seem necessary all over 
the State. To drive them out of their places 
would be useless, because dangerous, They may 
not be sincerely enthusiastic; they may be car- 
rying long and keen knives up their sleeves, 
waiting forachance to thrust them into the 
back of a detested candidate. No one will ever 
know it on parade. But devotion to Cameron, 
as marked as the indifference to Blaine, is found 
everywhere, It has no sympathy with that Re- 
publicanism which will not stomach Blaine and 
will support Cleveland, but it breathes the spirit 
of the vendetta and counts the success of the 
Camerons as of infinitely more importance than 
anything which may happen to the Republican 
national ticket. 

While the Republicans are making the cam- 
paign here upon the tariff issue almost exclu- 
sively, and the Democrats are following closely 
in their footsteps, there is another party at 
work, a party which promises to be an embar- 
rassment to both Republicans and Democrats. 
The Butler men, the * People’s” Party, appear 
to have developed considerable proportions, It 
has an active and extensive organization. Its 
— are heard everywhere. Business among 
the manufacturing and mining population in 
this section is dull, and the dullness appears 
to favor Butler at the expense of Biaine 
to a larger degres than it does Cleveland. Down 
in the Monongahela Valley, where miners are 
living in tents, having been turned out of their 
huts by a process of eviction that is bearing very 
hard upon the unemployed, the Republican ora- 
tors are not able to preach prosperity or renew 
the promises of four years ago, that protection 
meant high wages and constant employment. 
Prices have been reduced. Labor of a cheap 
order has been imported by protected manufact- 
urers. Protection for labor, rather than capital, 
is just now popular. The ironworkers of Pitts- 
burg are not fully employed. Those who do find 
work are not making full time or full wages. 
Their employers are all Republicans, I am told, 
and many of the men expect that the employers 
will “indicate” to them their preferences. This 
was done four years ago by the payment of wages 
wrapped up in a Republican ticket, the ticket 
holder being watched until he deposited his bal- 
lot. Men out of work are not atraid of this sort 
of espionage. They can vote for Butler if they 
will. Mr. Armstrong, the Greenback candidate 
for Governor in 1882, and the editor of the Na- 
tional Labor Tribune, published here, expects to 
see 40,000 Butler votes polled, and a total vote of 
nearly a million. As it was 874,000 in 1880, and 
had increased more than 115,000 in four years, it 
is conceded that the full vote should be at least 
990,000. Forty thousand does not appear to be 
an extravagant expectation, in view of the rec- 
ord of 113,000 votes cast in 1878 for Congressmen 
and 23,000 in 1882 for Governor. 

But there is a scheme on foot to stimulate this 
Greenback-Butier Party. When they held their 
vonvention at Bellefonte they made provision 
by resolution for a fusion with some other party. 
The People’s Party did not appear to have much 
vitality then, and the resolution which they 
adopted agreeing to accept no overtures from 
any party except upon the basis of a concession 
of at least 15 Electors on the ticket did not com- 
mand much attention. Recently, however, the 
committee, consisting of Dr. Thomas St. Clair, 
Wesley Chambers, George P. Armstrong, J. 8. 
May, James W. Breen, Frank Quick illiam 
Wilhelm, and ‘the Chairman ‘of the state 
Committee has bzen in consultation with the 
Chairman of the Democratic State Committee. 
They may effect a fusion, accepting 15 Electora.

Of outspoken Kepublicans opposed to Blaine 
one hears next to nothing here in Pittsburg. 
If there isto be any Republican opposition to 
him it will be quiet, and may be expected most- 
ly from the business-like stalwarts of the Cam- 
eron type, who are like Gen. Arthur in their dis- 
belief in the efficiency of ** hunting ducks with a 
brass band.”’ Every means is being employed by 
the Blaine men to enlist in Blaine’s behalf all 
classes of people who can be made to believe that 
Republican success is desirable. A Republican, 
but not an admirer of Blaine, directed every at- 
tention to-day toacopy of a document issued 
by the National Republican Committee in New- 
York which is being circulated in Pennsylvania. 
It contains a partisan and palpably deliberate 
change in the wording of the plank in the plat- 
form —e to pensions and claimants 
for pensions. The fifteenth paragraph of the 
platform as adopted at Chicago begins: ** The 
grateful thanks of the American people are 
due to the Union soldiers and _ sailors 
of the late war,” and goes on to_ repeat 
the pledge to favor suitable pensions. This au- 
thorized pamphlet produces the blank so as to 
read: * The grateful thanks of the American 
people are due to the Republican soldiers and 
sailors of the late war.’’ &c.,and wherever it 
has been circulated it has produced an impres- 
sion that under Republicans the Republican 
soldier will stand the best chance of having his 
claim regarded favorably, the evident expec- 
tation being that all soldiers who read it would 
undoubtedly become Republicans.

The long-looked-for series of games for 
the championship of the United States between 
the Metropolitan and Providence Baseball Clubs 
was begun onthe Polo Grounds yesterday, and 
resulted in a bad defeat for the Mets. The 
curves of Radbourne struck terror to their 
hearts, and they fell easy victims to his skill.

They 
made ineffectual plunges at balls that would re- 
flect discredit on some of our third rate ama- 
teurs.

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LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A destructive fire occurred in Platte City, 
five miles east of Leavenworth, Kan., on the 
Rock island Road, yesterday. Wednesday nighta 
tramp entered Mr. Bell’s restaurant there and 
demanded his supper, saying he had no money to 
pay forit. He was ordered out, and he threat- 
ened vengeance on the town. There is little 
doubt that he started the fire in a hall stairway 
between the two buildings. The fire grew 
rapidly, and when people became alarmed 
it was beyond control, the town hav- 
ing no facilities for extinguishing fires. 
Mrs. Cumford, a milliner, and three young 
women were nearly suffocated, and were 
dragged out more dead than alive. Lute’s fur- 
niture manufactury, Deering & Son's agricul- 
tural implement house, Bell’s restaurant, Mrs, 
Ctimford’s millinery store, Anderson & McCor- 
mick’s and Coats’s law oflices,and Fleshman’s 
saloon and billiard hall were entirely destroyed, 
and there was no insurance on any of them. 
Many people who lived in rooms in the block 
barely escaped, and lost all their furniture and 
clothing. The total loss is $50,000. The tramp 
cannot be found. 


On Wednesday night the barn.of Jacobus 
Lake, on the Beach road, near Coney Island, was 
destroyed by fire. The loss, which is estimated 
at $10,000, included two horses, a cow, many ‘arm 
implements, and a large amount of produce. 
The fire was of incendiary origin, and the guilty 
person is supposed to be a tramp who was turned 
off the farm intheafternoon. The loss was not 
covered by insurance. 


The works of the Southern Barbed Wire 
Company, situated on the southeast corner of 
Tyler and Second streets, St. Louis, were almost 
totally destroyed by fire Wednesday night. The 
loss on stock and machinery is about $50,000; in- 
surance, $50,750. The loss on the building is 
$7,000; insurance, $5,000. 


Fire destroyed the stone barn on the 
farm of Mrs. Mary A. Bush, in East Coventry, 
Chester County, Penn., yesterday, together with 
farm machinery and this year’s crops. With the 
exception of one horse all the live stock was 
saved. Loss about $5,000; amount of insurance 
unknown. 


A fire occurred last evening in the three- 
story brick building Nos. 39 to 43 South Fifth- 
street, Brooklyn, owned by Mrs. Cunningham, 
and occupied by Hoops & Brindley asa color 
works, which caused damage to the extent of 
$12,000. The loss is covered by insurance.

MR. EVARTS ON MR. BLAINE.

ADDRESSING A CROWDED MEETING AT THE 
BROOKLYN ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

A large portrait of James G. Blaine, 
draped ‘in the.American colors, hung from the 
centre of the stage of the Academy of Music in 


‘Brooklyn last evening, which was crowded by 


an enthusiastic mass meeting under the auspices 
of the Brooklyn Young Republican Club. 
the platform were, among others, Gen. B. F. 
‘racy, Simeon B. Chittenden, 8. V. White, D. 
S. Arnott, City Treasurer A. D. Wheelock, 
Henry K. Sheldon. S. B. Duryee, the Rev. W. L. 
Phillips, and H. W. Knight. President W. H. 
Williams, of the club, read a letter of regret 


from the Rev. Dr. R. §. Storrs that he was un- 
able to be present on account of an urgent call 
from the city, but expressed his belief in the 
success of the Republican Party. é ; 

The Hon. William M. Evarts, on being intro- 
duced by the President, was received with a 
storm of applause, and spoke about three hours 
upon the issues of the campaign. Mr. Evarts 
said that if the decision of the conntry should be 
the maintenance of power in the hands of the 
Republican Party peace, prosperity, and happi- 
ness would be secure for four years more. It 
was notatransfer of power from one political 
— to another that was about to take place. 

utatransfer of power trom the party that saved 
the country to the passions, the resentments 
of the party that would nave ruined it. In this 
country a party that was lvyal should be in 
power. [Loud applause.] The party that raised 
its hand against the safety of the country never 
should have possession of the Government. 
There were 15 States, with an Electoral vote of 
153, that, for all the purposes of the elec- 
tion, were non-political They were held 
together by caste and its resentments, 
with the purpose of clutching again the 
power that was taken from them by 
the triumph of war. Mr. Evarts was against 
that system of politics. While the resentments 
of the dead past remained he would retain in 
memory the glory of the Republican Party. We 
must fight for our 201 Electoral votes, he said, 
and the other side has only to fight for their 48. 
We must fight for our 201 votes against Prohibi- 
tionists, independents, clergymen of this and 
that opinion, [hisse,s drowned in applause,] mer- 
chants with interests in sugar, cotton, and 
tea, farmers that raise corn and hay, and active 
masses Of our people. The solid South had been 
as complacent meanwhile as if they were a colo- 
ny of Great Britain. They were voting for 
themselves. They nominated Gen. McClellan, 
and Goy. Seymour equally well. They nomi- 
nated Horace Greeley and that patriotic soldier, 
Gen. Hancock, who was equaliy acceptable. 

Mr. Evarts contended that the Republicans 
never had a candidate who was better than the 
Republican wings 6 and he thought that was 
equally true of the Democratic candidate: It 
was the same party that wentinto Republican 
convention this year as in 1860. Did any onesay 
the Republican candidate was not a Republican 
from sentiment, speech, or action as 
manifested for 24 years? Who would then 
desert Mr. Blaine? Mr. Evarts would not object 
to absolute freedom of opinion. All who left 
the Democratic and came to the Kepublican 
Party were welcomed, and when a Republican 
went over to the Democrats he could take the 
responsibility for their acts. Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks, as far as Mr. Evarts could see, were of the 
same mind as the Democratic Party. Mr. 
Evarts thought that Mr. Cleveland ex- 
pected to go in as carrying in the Democratic 
Party, and Mr. Blaine was expected to go in as 
carrying the Republican Party. When Lincoln 
[applause] had carried the country through the 
struggles of the war and was renominated by 
the Republican Party there was a larger discon- 
tent among Republicans than now, and when 
Gen. Grant, [applause,] in 1872, was up for re- 
nomination there was much opposition to his 
candidacy. Mr. Evarts said the independents 
introduced “‘moral issues” into the cam- 
paign. What was the moral issue? It 
was whether James G. Blaine was im- 
peached ip character by making merchandise of 
a public trust. The people wanted tosee what 
were the moral issues onthe otherside. The 
more they looked at that matter the less they 
wanted todoso, Mr. Evartsdwelt upon fidelity 
to party,and said that if the leader of either 
party went down the triumph was not over the 
leader, but over the party that was trampled on 
and destroyed. The people were going to de- 
cide which party should govern the country for 
four years. The triumph of Mr. Blaine was 
already assured. [Continued applause. ] 
ilMr. Evarts considered the impeachment of 
Blaine and thought he could completely refute 
the charge against him. If he was asked wheth- 
er it was right to nominate a man who had pros- 
tituted his office for personal gain, he would say 
no; but when he wasasked whether he would 
support a man accused of this whom he did not 
believe was guilty, he would vote for him for 
nomination and election. Mr. Evarts contended 
that Mr. Blaine, so far as his letters showed, had 
done nothing wrong. For eight years Mr. Blaine 
wielded power almost too much fora man, an 
only a ruling onthe Fort Smith Railroad was 
urged against him in that respect and that was 
retracted. Mr. Evarts, in referring to the 
““moral issue”’ in regard to Gov. Cleveland, said 
that he had heard of a man rolling sin as asweet 
morsel under his tongue, but he never heard of 
& man roiling another man’s sin under his 
tongue. legen neti He urged fidelity to a 
leader when assailed by venomous slander, and 
commended Mr. Beecher’s declaration that he 
would defend a man when attacked unwarranta- 
bly. ** Raise your shield,” exclaimed Mr. Evarts, 
‘*“and return blow for blow.”

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UNWELCOME CANDIDATES 


REVOLT AGAINST THE LOCAL RE. 
PUBLICAN TICKET. 
OUTSPOKEN INDIGNATION GREETING IT< 

MR. PHILLIPS’S DECISION TO WITHDRAW 


RECONSIDERED. 
Outspoken opposition to the ticket nom- 


Wednesday night manifested itself among Re- 
publicans in every part of the city yesterday. 
In business circles it was difficult to find a Ke- 
publican who was notindignant. Reputable and 
conservative merchants, who have steadfastly 
stood by the Republican Party year after year 
on principle, declared that the action of the Re- 
publican County Convention was a “put-up 
job,” and that they would not stand it. 

Cornelius N. Bliss, who headed the Eleventh 
District delegation, which withdrew from the 
convention after the nomination of Lewis J. 
Phillips for Mayor, received many cordial con- 
gratulations upon the course he had pursued. 
More than a dozen infiuential Republicans, who 
reside in the Eleventh District, called upon Mr. 
Bliss at his place of business and to!d him that 
the delegation had acted wisely in repudiating 
the ticket which had been “slated” by the 
O’Brien machine. Mr. Bliss said toa TIMEs re- 
porter: ‘*Isee no reason to regret the stand I 
took last night in opposition to the nomination 
of Mr. Phillips for Mayor. My respect for the 
district I in part represented and my duty to 
my constituents would not permit me to coun- 
tenance such a nominatlon. I consider the ticket 
made by last night’s convention as a very weak 
oneand not wortiy of the Republican Party. 
Unless something unlooked for occurs to change 
the present situation I shall vote for Mr. Grace, 
and other Republicans have told me that they 
intend to do the same thing. I do not think that 
among the Republicans who are already regis- 
tered the opposition to the county ticket will 
hurt the Republican Electoral ticket, If the 
latter suffers at allin consequence of the action 
of the convention last night it will be in keep- 


ing some Republicans who have not already 
registered away from the polls altogether.” Mr. 
Bliss said that he knew nothing of any concerted 
movement on the part of Republicans in opposi- 
tion to the O’Brien ticket. 

Leonard Hazeltine, who was a delegate in the 
County Convention from the Twenty-first Dis- 
trict, found many of his Republican acquaint- 
ancesin the Produce Exchange heartily in sym- 
pathy with his denunciation of the policy pur- 
sued by the machine * bosses.” Mr. Hazeltine 
said tbat the ticket was not such a one ashe 
wanted to ret. and he further remarked 
that he would have withdrawn from the con- 
vention had not the majority of his delegation 
decided to remain. 

Edward Mitchell frankly declared yesterday 
that he should not vote the O’Brien ticket, but 
he was not prepared to say what course he 
should pursue. He believed that a large number 
of Republican voters would support ex-Mayor 
Grace in preference to Mr. Phillips. 

Among the Republicans in Wall-street the 
opinion prevailed that a deal had been arranged 
between John Kelly and John J. O’Brien for the 
election of the greater part of the Tammany 
county ticket. J. Rhinelander Dilion smiled 
sadly and remarked that be had no interest in 
the ticket nominated on Wednesday night. e 
E. Connor said that of the three county tickets 
in the field he thought that of Tammany was the 
best, and he believed that the failure of the Re- 
publicans to nominatea strong ticket would re- 
sult in the election of the Tammany candidates. 

A meeting of the young Republican voters of 
the Nineteenth Ward was held at the residence 
of Commissioner Edmund Stephenson last night 
to take action in regard to the local Republican 
ticket. There were 85 voters present, who or- 
ganized under the title of the ‘** Young Men’s 
Republican Association of the Nineteenth 
Ward,” and appointed a committee to wait 
upon all the Republican voters of the ward and 
take active measures for the defeat of the ticket 
headed by Lewis J. Phillips, and to elect that 
named by the Citizens’ Committee. After the 
meeting Commissioner Stephenson said: ** The 
meeting to-night is the beginning ef active 
work to show the machine leaders that 
the Republican voters cannot be sold 
and delivered. Before the week is 
out similar organizations will be found 
in every district. The plan is to hold house 
meetings in each election district, and from 
these go into each Assembly district with a 
thoroughly organized body of men, the best ele- 
ment inthe party, and work for the success of 

Mayor Grace and his associates. To this end I 
intend to visit all the influential Republicans 
throughout the city and see if they will havethe 
courage and nerve toopenly oppose this out- 
rageous ticket which has been forced upon tbe 
Republicans by John J. O’Brien, acting under 
the orders of Whitelaw Reid and Police Com- 
missioners French and Mason. It was arranged 
the other night when Reid for the first time 
visited the County Committee. I have been 
around among many of the best Republicans 
and have yet to find one who will not work 
against the ticket. 

**T have prepared a call,” continued Mr. Steph- 
enson, “fora public meeting of regular Repub- 
licans to support Mayor Grace, and will have 
ene | of signatures witbin 24 hours. I saw 

“heodore Roosevelt this morning and he told me 
that if any organized movement was in- 
augurated against these nominations he would 
take off his coat and actively oppose the ticket. 
It will be bolted in this district, as it will in every 
other north of Fourteenth-street. The men who 
will engage in this work are all Blaine 
and Logan supporters, and in whatever 
they may do about the local ticket, 
will have it thoroughly understood’ that 
they are heartily supporting the national 
ticket. I knew four weeks ago about the deal 
consummated last night. Two of the nomina- 
tions were probably made in good faith—Charles 
S. Spencer for District Attorney, and George 
Hilliard for President of the Board of Aldermen. 
The candidates for these positions on the Tam- 
many ticket are renegade Republicans, and were 
put up by Tammany to be knocked down. We 
shall have our own men at every polling place on 
election day, who will work against the ticket 
put up by O’Brien, and the returns will show 
what the decent Kepublicans think of such an 
outrageous dicker. 

Mr. Stephenson added that a conference of the 
Republican leaders opposed to the ticket would 
be held at his house within a few days, at which 
the details of the opposition organization would 
be arranged. It wasstated at the meeting last 
night that Adolph L. Sanger had written to the 
County Committee of the County Democracy 
declaring his willingness to withdraw from the 
ticket, and efforts, it is understood, will be made 
by the bolting Republicans to have James W. 
Hawes named in his stead, and also to have the 
names of other well-known Republicans put up- 
on a combination ticket against that of the rezu- 
lar Republicans. 

When Mr. Lewis J. Phillips, the Republican 
nominee for Mayor, became aware of the dis- 
satisfaction manifested at the convention by 
Mr. Cornelius N. Bliss, Col. George Bliss, and 
others, hestated that he would not accept the 
nomination. Hesaid that he would not imperil 
the success of the national ticket, which he be- 
lieved to be of paramount importance. This an- 
nouncement created a genuine sensation, and in 
the afternoon Mr, Phillips appeared to have 
modified his determination,as he said that he 
had not made up his mind whether he 
would run or not. He said: ‘* When I 
was made aware of the_ dissatisfaction 
in the convention, I did say that I woud not 
accept, but the pressure upon me since has 
been so great that I have reconsidered my deter- 
mination, and will announce to-morrow whether 
I shall accept or not.

I told those 
urging me that I had built up a business which I 
could not properly neglect, but it was urged 
upon me that my nomination would be of mate- 
rial service to the national ticket, as I was so 
well known tothe builders and others in the 
city and would draw votes from these sources, 
and I thereupon consented torun. And let me 
say right here that Iam not nominated in con- 
sequence of any deal with Tammany Hal! or 
any other organization.

The Republicans in- 
tend to carry the county this election, and know 
that they can doso. My careerinthe Board of 
Aldermen is well known to them, and I was nom- 
inated to be elected, and if I conciude torun [I 
know that everythsng will be done to elect me, 
and I am perfectly certain of success.”

THE BANKING FIRM OF 4G. D. 
COOKE & CO. SUSPENDS. 


‘UIABILITIES or $140,000 WHICH IT IS 
THOUGHT WILL BE FULLY PAID—THE 


FIRM LIKELY TO RESUME. 
WasuincTon, Oct. 23.—The private 
banking house of H. D. Cooke & Co., in this 
rity, displaved the following notice at the usual 


opening hour this morning: 

“Qwing to our inabiiity to meet pressing demands, 
we deem it better for the interests of all concerned to 
suspend temporarily.” 

The firm consists of H. D. Cooke, of Washing- 
ton, and A. G. Campbell, of Kansas and Utah. 
The latter is not inthe city. From Maior John 
W. Carson, who is confidential clerk of the 
house, it is learned that the total indebtedness 
ofthe firm is $170,000, of which amount $30,000 
is fully secured. The liabilities are nearly all 
due to Washington creditors, there being only a 


few thousand dollars due to creditors in Balti- 
more, New-York, and Chicago. The indebted- 
ness to all Washington bankers is abundantly 
secured. Major Carson says there is every reason 
to believe that the firm will be able, with the aid 
of some indulgence as to time, to pay all their 
liabilities in full. The suspension results from 
unfortunate investments dating back a num- 
ber of years. The firm's unsecured liabilities 
amounted to about $400,000 Jast January, and 
they have steadily been paid off since that time 
until they are now reduced to $140,000. The firm 
has at last reached a point, however, where the 
remaining assets a to be unavailable for 
immediate use and can be realized upon only by 
good management and waiting for suitable op- 

ortunities. The firm had no interest in the 

ashington and Chio Railroad, although Mr. 
Campbell individually purchased one-third of 
it for $94,000 at the Receiver’s sale a year or 
two ago. 

Mr. Cooke said to a reporter that he preferred 
not to discuss the matter of the suspension until 
he should see his partner, Mr. Campbell, who is 
absent in the West. He assigned as the cause of 
the suspension the general shrinkage of values, 
the prevalent distrust throughout the country, 
and the consequent inability of the firm to col- 
lect debts due them, and to procure the carrying 
out of contracts in their favor. ‘*My partner, 
Mr. Campbell,” said Mr. Cooke, “is uninformed 
as to my action—that, I have assumed the re- 
sponsibility of taking. Our actual liabilities of 
every sort whatever, after deducting offsets on 
our books, is about $140,000. I have no doubt 
that the assets of the firm, including railroad and 
land interests, and deducting every questionable 
debt due us, are more than ample to pay off 
every liability.” 

The suspension has caused no excitement or 
disturbance in Wa-hington banking or com- 
mercial circles, and no ill effects are anticipated. 
Mr. Campbell, the non-resident partner, is said 
to bea man of large wealth, and liable, as a gen- 
eral partner, for all the debts of the firm. It 1s 
therefore expected that they will be fully paid 
atan early date. Aid to the amount of ’ 
was tendered Mr. Cooke by several fellow-bank- 
ers this morning to tide over the difficulties, but 
he deemed it prudent to suspend rather than 
jeopardize the money of his friends. The Wash- 
ington Stock Exchange to-day, on motion of 
Mr. Bateman, unanimously adopted resolutions 
expressive of sympathy with Mr, Cooke,

RELIGIOUS TESTS IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE.

There has never been a statute in New- 
Aampshire prohibiting Roman Catholics from 
holding any State office. By the Constitution 
of 1792 it was required that the Governor, Coun- 
tilors, Senators, and members of the House of 


Representatives should be “of the Protestant 
religion,”’ but the provision was never enforced. 
In 1850 a constitutional convention was held 
and it was voted to abolish this restriction, but 
whenthe question was submitted to the voters 
of the state they refused to ratify the action of 
the convention. The Democrats at that time had 
a majority of about 12, In the convention of 
1876-7 the question again came up; it was again 
voted to abolish the anti-Roman Catholic clauses, 
and at the subsequent election the people sus- 
tained the action of the deleeates, and the ob- 
jectionable words, that had been only words, 
were stricken out. At this time the State hada 
Republican majority of about 4,000.

In the more private portions of the communi- 
cation of our eminent friend, which we refrain 
from printing, he expresses the opinion that 
the praise bestowed on the Governor’s letter b 
the citizen who brought it to his attention is 
“richly deserved,” and that “those who, 
througn this letter, look into the heart of the 
Governor will know how to treat as they de- 
serve the infamous attacks on the man." The 
letter is to tne widow of the late Rev. Albert H. 
Corliss, of Holland Patent, N. Y., who was the 
successor of the Governor's father in charge of 
the church of that Freee. and whose death 

lunged Mr. Cleveland into profound sorrow. 

he letter is as follows: 
ALBANY, Aug. 2, 1884. 

My DEAR Mrs. Coruiss: I am requested to 
contribute something to a memorial of your late 
husband and my triend. When I endeavor to 
collect my monks for this purpose memories 
both sad and pleasing come trooping home. I 
saw my father buried, and soon thereafter I saw 
Mr. Corliss in the pulpit which my father left 
when he entered intoeternal rest. hen I heard 

our husband preach I wondered how it was 

hat a man with such gifts and with such power 
had all his life contented himself in such narrow 
fields as the little village afforded. I knew then 
the able preacher, but I did not know the con- 
scientious man, who, consecrated to his Master's 
service, saw a field broad enough for his efforts 
wherever his Master’s work was to done. 
Afterward, in bis home and in his study, I began 
to know the man, and I learned something of his 
simplicity, his kindness of heart, and his Chris- 
tian cl@rity. 

A time followed, pleasant and profitable to 
me, when I could claim that our companionship 
had ripened intoa firm and lasting friendship, 
and when I could assume that 1 knew the per- 
sonal traits and characteristics of the man I 
loved so well. But I needed further experience 
fully to understand his character. t came 
when, just before his death, we spent together a 
short vacation in the woods. Then was revealed 
to me why so greatasoul was filled with the 
humble simplicity and trusting obedience to the 
Divine will. His great pure heart was near to 
God, because his knowledge of Him was gained 
through His works, and because his communion 
with Him was through the visible forms of 
nature. And thus it happened that a few short 
weeks afterward, when I gazed upon his feat- 
ures, immovable in death, 1 could mournfully 
say: “I knew well this great preacher, this true 
and simp!e man, this loving friend, and this 
humble and trusting Christian.” Death leaves 
to but few survivors a heritage so rich and last- 
ing as the memory of such a husband, father, 
and friend.

15. Capt. McKie, of the lost vessel, did not ac- 
company hismen. One of the sailors said that 
the brigantine arrived at Turk’s Island from 


Rio Janeiro by way of Barbadoes on Oct. 7. At 
Turk’s Island she took a cargo of salt intended for 
this port. When work was stopped on the even- 
ing of Oct. 6 there were 12,000 bushels of ealt on 
board. Early the following morning it began to 
blow heavily from the southwest. Capt. McKie 
let go another anchor, but the wind increased to 
a terrific gale. Huge waves rolled in from the 
open sea and struck the vessel with great vio- 
lence. She was unable to hold up against the 
wind and sea, and after dragging her anchors 
for some time tbe cables broke, and she was 
driven onto the shore. The crew all reached the 
shore in safety, but the prigantine proved a total 
wreck. She was owned by B. F. Metcalf & Co., 
of No. 120 Front-street. She measured 365 tons, 
and was built in 1868 at Stockton, Me. 

The storm in which the Emma L. Hall was 
lost was the severest which has visited Turk’s 
Island in 25 years. The British brig Louise, of 
Luenburg, Nova Scotia, the British schooner 
Nellie M. Johnson, and the American bark Caro 
went ashore at Turk’s Island during the same 
storm. Several other vessels escaned by slip- 
pias their cablesand putting out tosea at the 

eginning of the storm.

REMINISCENCES OF THE PRESENT AGENT OF 
THE PEABODY EDUCATION FUND. 
Editorial Letter to the Bpnens Religious Her- 


In coming on here, [to Washington, ] aft- 
er we had talked of almost everything, Dr. 
Curry was asked some leading questions about 
the Confederate Congress, and about why Jeffer- 
son Davis was made President of the Confeder- 
acy. He replied (substantially:) ‘“* There was 
nothing to develop great men in the Confeder- 
ate Congress. Nearly all the legislation had refer- 
ence to the war, and the debates were all in secret 
session, except such as were of no consequence. 
As to why we elected Mr. Davis President, there 
were several reasons. He had distinguished him- 
self in the Mexican war, had been trained 


a soldier at West Point, and _ had 
been Secretary of War. We all felt that 
it was necessary to elect a man of 
military capacity and experience, acquainted 
with the officers who would come to us. Then, 
Mr. Davis had distinguished himself in the 
United States Senate as a debater. He and 
Hunter ana Benjamin and Toombs were the 
foremost men from the South in the Senate at 
that time. Mr. Davis was not an extreme man. 
He was a man of fine culture, and in all debates 
where scientific principles were involved he 
could take part with credit to himseif. He was 
a man of stainless character, and his private 
life, as well as his public life, was blameless. 
The ple who say that tne choice of Mr. Davis 
for the Presidency was a bad one should remem- 
ber that the field of selection was a very restrict- 
ed one. Virginia, North Carolina, and Ten- 
nessee had not then joined the Confederacy. 
Mr. Stephens had been a strong Union_man 
and had recently made very strong Union 
speoeeet Georgia presented him, and he was 
elected Vice-President with the hope of concil- 
iating the South and uniting the whole people 
upon the great undertaking. I don’t think there 
was much antagonism between Mr. Davis and 
Mr. Stephens. Mr. Davis took very few persons 
into his confidence. In Washington you will 
always find the Vice-President has very little to 
do in aiding the President in the discharge of 
his auties. Mr. Benjamin was probably the 
greatest man we had, asa thinker and speaker, 
while his capacity for work was simply won- 
derful. Howell Cobb was another great man. 
As President of the Provisional Congress (in 
Montgomery) he held himself admirably. He 
had been eaker of the old Congress, and, 
added to is large legislative experience, 
he was noted for his great ability and thorough 
integrity. In 1850, when there was great excite- 
ment in the South, looking to secession, Cobb was 
a Union man,and as such was elected Governor of 
Georgia. He wasa Jackson Democrat in contra- 
distinction from a Calhoun Democrat. He was 
Secretary of the Treasury under Buchanan, and 
resigned and went home to plead for secession. 
He was one of the wisest? of statesmen, and 
many thought he would have made a better 
President than Davis. Howell Cobb was in 
many things oe | much like Senator Joseph E. 
Brown, whom regard as a_ very able man. 
In the Provisoinal Congress Georgia had the 
strongest representation. It had Stephens, 
Toombs, the two Cobbs, Ben Hill, Frank 
Bartow, (killed at Manassas,) and Nisbet. 
Ben Hill was the ablest debater in the United 
States Senate, and his loss was irreparable. I re- 
peat, there was nothing to develop statesmanship 
during the war and since the war. This race 
uestion has absorbed all questions and over- 
shadows everything else. No man, North or 
South, seems to grasp it in all its bearings. The 
negro problem more than any other in this coun- 
try, or even in Europe, requires the highest order 
of statesmanship. Thus only can it be settled 
justly for both races. Our people do not see as 
they should that the principles of Christianity 
must epter into statesmansbip. In our protest 
against the union of Church and State we have 
fallen into the error of separating Christianity 
from these great principles. The most remarkable 
exhibit of the appliance of Christian princi- 
ples is, of course, in Gladstone. He has the cour- 
age to stand up in the House of Commons and 
say that a certain course of action is wrong, be- 
cause it is in opposition to Christianity. In that 
particular, Senator Joseph E. Brown stands by 
Gladstone. He does in the United States Senate 
just that. He bases his action ur on the Bible as 
the Word of God and appeals to it not simply as 
authoritative. but as conclusive of the whole 
question. Although this is a Christian country, 
(so-called,) very few of our public men have the 
courage or disposition to do as Gladstone and 
Brown do in this regard.”

PRESBYTERIANS ON EVOLUTION.

OPPOSITION TO THE TEACHING OF THE DOC- 
TRINE IN COLUMBIA SEMINARY. 
From the Columbia (S. C0.) Register, Oct. 18. 

Tombigbee Presbytery was the body that 
first presented to the church the idea of the Pro- 
fessorship now filled by Dr. Woodrow, and it 
was indorsed by Judge Perkins, a member of one 
of the churches of that Presbytery. The Rev. 
Dr. J. Bardwell, one of the leading divines in the 
Southern Presbyterian Church, introduced a 
paper concerning the late action of the Directors 
of Columbia Seminary, which is to be considered 
at the Spring meeting, i. ¢., after the action of 


the Synods controlling the seminary is known. 
The following extracts from the paper will give 
some idea of the feelings of the Presbyterians in 
the West upon the teaching of evolution in the 
seminary: 

* The recent action of the Board of Directors 
by a vote of 8to3 * * * is well calculated to 
awaken painful apprehension, as it involvesa 
virtual indorsement by the board of teachings 
from that chair that were never contemplated, 
eitber by the original movers or by the bene- 
factor who founded by his liberality this most 
important Professorship. oe simply with 
the doctrines of the address, (and not with the 
author, for whom we cherish an abiding confi- 
dence and Christian affection,) this Presbytery 
feels constrained to express its hearty sympathy 
with the minority of the board, who entered 
their protest aguinst the action of the board in 
relusing to enjoin on Psof. Woodrow not to 
teach his views on evolution. We concur fully 
in the reasons assigned in justification of the pro- 
test. We regard the doctrine of the address 
touching evolution as irreconcilable with the 
inspired record of man’s origin,history, and prog- 
ress. We cannot accept the proposition that 
evolution in any of its forms is theologically 
colorless because, (first) forman created in God’s 
image and after his likeness, it substitutes cither 
a beast ora nondescript; (second) it either con- 
tradicts the Mosaic account of the crea- 
tion of Eve or else digs an impassable 
gulf between her and wher liege lord. 
Entertaining these views, the  Presby- 
tery cannot but regard with pain and alarm the 
inculcation of the doctrine of evolution in our 
schools of theological learning. Should the re- 
cent action of the board touching this matter 
become the settled policy of this department of 
instruction of the seminary, this Presbytery will 
feel itself shut up to the painful necessity of 
withholding its further patronage from the in- 
stitution.” 

The Rey, Dr. Bardwell is a graduate of the 
Columbia Seminary, and is well known to some 
of the older inhabitants of Columbia as a son-in- 
law of the Rev. Dr. A. W. Leland.

A STRONG SWORDFISH. 


eS 
HE DRIVES HIS BLADE THROUGH NINE 
INCHES OF COPPER AND WOOD. 
From the New-Orleans Times-Democrat. 

A very remarkable event has occurred 
in the recent experience of the three-masted 
schooner ‘I'hemis, of Boston, commanded by 
Capt. N. E. Kendrick, and now lying in Ship 
Island Harbor. The Themis eailed from Mobile 
on Aug. 4 with a cargo of lumber for Tampico. 
She was a tight vessel, taking in very little water 
and requiring but little use of the pumps. On 
tho fifth day out from Mobile Capt. Kendrick 
himself tried the pump and found no water— 
that is, none above the five inches’ play allowed 
between the lower end of the pump and the bot- 
tom of the hold. An hour or two afterward the 


mate happened to try it, and to the great aston- 
ishment of the Captain, reported 20 inches of 
water. The water was pumped out, but 
was soon found to berunning in again at the 
rate of nearly 12 inches an hour. This was 
near the bottom, and of course the rate of leak- 

would diminish as the elevation of surface 
of tne water and extent of its cross-section 
would increase, It was enough, nevertheless, to 
create alarm, and to keep the crew continually 
employed at the pumps during the passage to 
Tampico—all efforts in the meantime to locate 
the leak weree unsuccessful, On arriving at 
Tampico, and while discharging the cargo, these 
efforts were redoubled. It was fully ascertained 
that the leak was not near the water line—as had 
been hoped—but at the bottom of the vessel. 
Finally the mate,groping and exploring about the 
bottom reported that he had found a horn stick- 
ing in the ceiling orinner lining of the timbers 
which hecould not remove. ewas told to 
break it off, and at length brought up about two 
inches of what the Captain at once recognized as 
the end of the blade of a swordfish. 

On further examination it was found that the 
blade had penetrated, in the first place, the cop- 
per sheathing of the schooner; then the outer 
timbers of the hull, 4 inches in thickness; next a 
vacant space of 9 inches between the outer and 
inner timbers, or “ ceiling,” and lastly 444 inches 
more of solid wood constituting the ceiling, al- 
together nearly 9inches of plank and copper, 
with ll inches of vacant space, including the 2 
inches of the end broken off. How much of the 
sword remained outside has not yet been ascer- 
tained. The blow was struck from below, ina 
direction nearly vertical, and some idea of its 
amazing force may be found from the figures 
above given. The point of impact was a lit- 
tle forward of the mizzenmast, about three 
feet from the keel, on the starboard side. By tear- 
ing away part of the ceiling Capt. Kendrick was 
enabled pny to stop the leak, and to bring 
his vessel tirst to Appalachicola and thence back 
to Ship Island, where he was sent for quarantine, 
although he hadaclean bill of health. This is, 
no doubt, the most extraordinary case of pis- 
catorial swordsmanship onrecord. There is no 
room for question of its entire truthfulness. 
The fragment of the sword is still sticking in the 
bottom of the schooner, and will be available for 
examination when she comes to be docked for 
repairs.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were firm at the outset to-day with a rather active 
business in Grain and not much life in Provisions. Then 
the cereals turned down and dragged the Hog products 
afterthem. The arrival of cold weather promiseda 
free movement of Grain, and the news of higher ocean 
freights aiso tended to weakness. The reported bank 
trouble in Washington was assigned as a reason for 
weakness, but was scarcely regarded so here, though it 


may have made the markets heavier by bringing 
selling orders from outside. Provisions were quiet 
and irregular. The local Hog market was called steudy, 
while Liverpool quotations were 6d. higher on Lard. 
but easier on meats. Hutchinson bought a little Lard 
for November, and rates for this month were held 
higher, with more talk of a short interest suppoaed to 
aggregate about 2,000,000 DB. The first was soon over, 
and the second did not seem to bring vut any demand. 
Besides that there was nothing in the market 
except that a Summer dullness reigned most of the 
time and prices gradually eased off in sympathy with 
Grain. January Pork sold down 20c., to $11 87, 
closing at $11 90 bid, with 20c. less forthe year. Octo. 
ber Pork sold eperieat at $1560. January Lard de- 
clined 10c., to $7 05 bid at the close, with February at 
10c. premium and November at Tic. dis- 
count, while October was neurly nominal at 
January prices. Ribs sola 25c._ higher for 
this month, at $10, but receded 7}¢c.@15c., to $7 10 for 
November and $6 10 for January. Flour was dul! and 
easy. ‘here was very little doing outside of a moder- 
ate local trade. Thecoarse Milistuffs were firm, being 
in smaller supply. Wheat was heavy, with only a 
moderate volume of trading. It sold early at 
W74ec. for December, being Yee. advance, 
and staid around that figure for some time, 
tnen broke slowly to ‘76\c., reacted to 763<c., 
in the afternoon, and fell off to 75igc. at the close, 
with November at liec.@ 15¢c. discount, (ctober at 25¢c. 
discount, January at %{c. premium. and May at 7i«c. 
premium. Car lots of No. 2 Spring suid at 78%(¢.@74<e., 
and No. 3 do. at 62c.@62}¢c. Wheat was reported to be 
steadily bela inthe United Kingdom, and our receipts 
were somewhat smaller, while those uf Minneapolis 
were 243 and at Duluth 182 cars. Our market eased off 
onthe report thatthe quantity on ocean passage is 
much lurger than a week ugo, and became weak under 
free selling by parties who feared that Walker (New- 
York) will to-morrow indorse the claim of the London 
mil er that the world has a Wheat surplus of 125,000,0¢0 
bushels this year. lt was afterward stated that Waiker 
does not indorse hhis, but simply states it along with 
another estimate of 5,000,000, (probably quarters.) with 
the remark that much dependence cunnot be placed on 
any of these estimates. ‘ihe second report, however, 
did not remove the weakness caused by the first, espe- 
cially as New-York reported “ not a particle of export 
demand here.” Thecrowd which had bought for two 
or three days sold out at a loss to the men who had let 
them have it, and after this was over neither side cared 
to act further. 

The late feeling was a very dull one and looked 
weaker than it had done since last Saturday, when the 
market touched the lowest point of the season thus 
far. Red Winter Wheat was quiet and steadier, with 
light receipts here and a material reduction in the 
volume of arrivals at other points, No. 2 was un- 
changed at 75'¢c.@76c,, while No.3 was léc. lower, at 
65c.@65i¢c., and rejected in store was inactive. 

Corn was active and again very heavy on the near 
futures, while the more deferred ones were easier. 
The British markets were called steady at prices which 
permit a good profit on experts from this point and our 
receipts were not large. while telegrams from Kansas 
stated that holders there are not disposed to sell at 
the reduction, which they regard as greater (han is war- 
ranted by the facts. The chiet feature here wus an un- 
mistakatle hammering, as if certain parties were intent 
on forcing prices down at any cost; one man especially 
being prominent in offering to sell at away below what 
others understood to be the market for the time being. 
It issaid, however, that the selling was done because 
of the frost which will speedily cure the new Corn intg 
condition fit for market in untold quantities. Novem. 
ber opened at 43c., being }4c. lower than yesterday's 
Jatest. It touched 48%4c,, and there was [it- 
tle excitement till Baxter gave up Weare’s 
name vn about 200,000 bushels which he had sold. 
Then the market broke amid intense excitement, but 
not very —— the subsequent selling bein 
mostly in smail lots. It dipped to 4l3¢c. and reacte 
to 423gc. bid. At the close October was simply de. 
moralized. ~~ at 434{c. asked by Lester, being 
a decline o le, sold to 48c., reacted to 
43kKc., broke to 4lhéc., and rumored 
sale at 4ildc. (selling on the way down 
at 42%c., when November was 48c.,) and reacted to 
48c. bid at the close. Cash lots of No. 2 and High 
Mixed sold at 42c.@43%c. Rejected sold at 2c. lower, 
at 39c.@40c. in store, and 89%c.@48c., free on board 
cars, with New Mixed at }¢c.@lc. premium. A good 
many orders for No. 2 were here in the afternoon, 
based on 52c. in New-York. The year sold 
up Séc, to 3994c., declined to SS5¢c.. and closed at 39c. 
bid. May sold down only lc., to 305<c., closing at 39%4c. 
January ranged at 8744c.@37«e. A great many longs 
were shaken out by the day’s trading. It was rumored 
in the morning that a big lot of corn would be deliy- 
ered at 1 o’clock, but a single 10,000-bushel lot put out 
by Dole was all that went round, and the crowd wil!

There is something disgusting in the 
greed of the Blaine managers as shown in 
‘their appeals and threats addressed to the 
‘clerks at Washington. Specimens of these 
‘wilt be found in our Washington dis- 
patches this morning. Those from Ohio 
are the most characteristic. We make 
mo doubt of the cordial indorsement of 
the regular committees, present and past, 
when we say that Ohio produces about 
the meanest type of political beggary on 
the continent. The spectacle of canny 
Ohio committeemen coming down to 
‘Washington to reimburse themselves for 
their campaign expenses out of the pockets 
of the unfortunate clerks, and coolly choos- 
ing $10 apiece in preference to a vote for 
\BLAINE in November, is highly character- 
‘istic. 





Indiana will doubtless be the ground of 
ithe most intense, if not the closest, con- 
‘test for the control of the Electoral vote in 
the present canvass. It has for years been 
classed as a doubtful State, though it has 
generally been carried by the Democrats 
in the intervals between Presidential years 
since the time of Morton. Since 1874 
there has been no actual majority on either 
side. In 1872 its Electoral vote was given 
to GRANT by aimajority of 22,515, though 
the same year HENDRICKS was elected 
Governor in October by a majority of 1,148. 
In 1874, the leading candidate being for 
Secretary of State, the Democratic major- 
ity was 17,252. That was an adverse 
year for the Republicans everywhere. 
After that the Greenback vote developed 
and amounted to 9,533 on the Presidential 
ticket in 1876, when TILDEN’s plurality 
‘was 5,515. In 1878 for Secretary of State 
the Democratic candidate had a plu- 
rality of 14,113, the Greenback vote 
mounting to 39,415. The struggle for 
the State in 1880 is well remem- 
bered. In October there was a Republican 
plurality for Governor of 6,953, the Green- 
back vote being 14,881. In November 
there was no increase of “the total vote, 
the Greenbackers losing about 2,000, the 
Republicans gaining less and the Demo- 
crats a little more than 1,000, and the Re- 
publican plurality was 6,642. In 1882 the 
Democrats had a plurality of 10,684, the 
Greenback vote being 13,520. The ele-

The figures published by the Deputy 
Sominissioner of Pensions, in response to 
the letter sent to the President by Mr. 
WHEELER, indicate that applicants from 
Indiana have not been overlooked in the 
last five and one-half months. The In- 
dianapolis agency was fifth on the list, as 
regards the number of pensioners enrolled, 
in 1878, and it is now third on the list. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the agen- 
cy now has on its roll only 8 per cent. of 
the total number of pensioners, the num- 
ber added to that roll in the last five and 
one-half months far exceeds the num- 
ber added at either of the two agencies 
that lead it on the list of agencies. With 
8 per cent. of the total number, the In- 
dianapolis percentage of pensions allowed 
in the last five and one-half months 
was 11.4. In that period the number 
added to the roll at Indianapolis exceed- 
ed the number added at Columbus by 34 
per cent. While it is known that em- 
ployés of the bureau were feeding Ohio 
applicants with promises before the recent 
election, these figures show that Indiana 
applicants had been getting, not the shad- 
ow, but the substance. But it was in In- 
diana, and not in Ohio, that Commissioner 
DUDLEY desired to become Republican 
candidate for Governor and to be elected 
to that office.

THE MACHINE BOLT. 


When Corne.tius N. BLIiss, with the 
entire delegation from the Eleventh As- 
sembly District, left the Republican City 
Convention on Wednesday he committed 
an act worthy of a Pharisee, dude, and 
a British free trader. He openly announced 
that his act was solely on his own re- 
sponsibility, and thus assumed the entire 
burden of it. He practically said to the 
regularly chosen representatives of the 
majority of the Republicans of the 
city of New-York that he was 
‘‘holier” than they. By this he showed 
himself to be a Pharisee. He evinced 
his total disapproval of the acts of the 
rude workers like ‘‘ JOHNNY” O'BRIEN 
and ‘“ MIKE” CREGAN, and in this he be- 
trayed his dudish tendencies. What he did 
that proved that he was a British free 
trader we do not exactly know, but as he 
did a manly and independent action, put- 
ting his self-respect and the respect of 
honest men above the demands of the cor- 
rupt shysters who dictated the ticket, he 
must be a free trader, since these are the 
qualities which the Blaine organs are 
agreed constitute the essence of sub- 
serviency to the Cobden Club. 

It ‘is obvious that the poison of decency 
is working in the body politic of the Re- 
publican Party. If it be not checked we 
shall before long see such large parts of 
that body sloughed off that there will be 
nothing left but the skeleton of regularity, 
with the dried bones of which the ma- 
chine managers will be unable to carry 
on any business worth mentioning. The 
bolt of the BLisses shows to what lengths 
‘men will go when they once abandon 
themselves to the mischievous indulgence 
of conscience. Nearly all the offenses 
of honest politics are possible to men 
who so far forget their political 
obligations as to repudiate a nomina- 
tion for the ridiculous reason that it 
is made by a lot of mercenary scamps, in 
pursuance of a deal with the professed 
enemy, and for the lining of the pockets of 
the scamps. Men whose partisanship is 
not of a sufficiently robust character to 
keep motives of mere fidelity to public in- 
terest in subjection must have a very in- 
adequate notion of what Republican ma- 
chine politics requires of its votaries. It 
only needs a moment's reflection to show 


tion, with an efficient division of the spoils, 
is quite impracticable if delegates to con- 
ventions are going to surrender party 
fealty for the sake of a Pharisaical notion 
of duty and honor. 

The melancholy fact is only too plain 
to any one who will study the evidence 
that Mr. CorNELIUs Buiss and his com- 
panions went into the Republican Con- 
vention in a spirit of disloyalty to its 
real purposes, Their leaders did not at- 
tend the caucus at the Victoria Hotel, to 
start with, and thus failed in their prime 
duty in not informing themselves as to 
how they should decide the question of the 
nominations when it came up. In the 
next place, as is indicated by the sig- 
nificant resolution presented by one of 
their own number, they had agreed 
among themselves to try to secure the 
nomination of men who could be elected. 
They must have known just as well be- 
forehand as afterward that no such irreg- 
ular project as this would be allowed to 
thrust aside the plan of the convention, 
and that, moreover, it was in itself obvi- 
ous treachery to the interests of the 
‘‘working men” of the convention. The 
nomination of decent candidates who 
would command the votes of the mass of 
the Republicans in this city would simply 
take the terrapin out of the mouths and 
the silk-lined overcoats off the backs of 
the white-handed sons of toil of the 
O’Brien stripe, who are dependent on 
politics for their luxurious livelihood. 
City Republicanism has indeed come to a 
pretty pass if men like CoRNELIUs BLIss, 
who have no stake in public affairs but 
that of honest citizens, are to be permit- 
ted to interfere with the regular vocation 
of men like O’BrrIEn, whose fortune is in- 
vested in the pursuit. And the saddest 
feature in Mr. B.uiss’s_pestiferous 
conspiracy to force honesty upon 
men who don’t know the mean- 
ing of the word is: that there is 
every prospect that it will so far suc- 
ceed that Mr. GRANT, the O’Brien candi- 
date for Mayor, will be defeated. When 
the 1st of January arrives, and Mr. BLIiss 
witnesses the inauguration of a respecta- 
ble Mayor in the office which O’BRIEN in- 
tended for the Tammany tool, he will 
then realize the real character of the 
policy he has adopted, and it is possible 
that he is so far steeped in independence 
and civic virtue that he will gloat over 
the rebuke to O’BrikEn’s rascality, 





THE UTICA ADDRESS. 

Some sixty Republicans in Utica, repre- 
senting those who have been known as the 
Conkling stalwarts, have put their names 
to an address to their fellow-Republicans 
setting forth what they characterize as 
the ‘‘unanswerable objections to Mr. 
BLAINE as a candidate for the Presi- 
dency.” The signers of this address be- 
long to a class of men who have hereto- 
fore been very “stalwart” in their fidelity 
to party, and they do not now intend to 
be read out of the party for their exercise 
of independent judgment. In this respect 
they ta.ce precisely the position of the in- 
dependent Republicans. They say that 
‘‘in following the dictates of conscien- 
tious conviction no Republican forfeits in 
any degree his standing and position in 
the party,” which has always been de- 
voted to the principles of ‘‘ free thought, 
free speech, and free men.” 

The grounds of the stalwart revolt are 
also precisely the same as those of the in- 
dependent revolt. They are very con- 
cisely stated in the address, and sum up 
the case against Mr. BLAINE quite effect- 
ively. ‘These are the prostitution of his 
official position as Speaker of the House 
of Reprusentatives ‘‘to his own private 
gain and emolument”; the ‘ falsehood, 
evasion, and utter insufficiency” of his at- 
tempted explanation; the lack of states- 
manship in his Congressional career, 
during which his name has been “ identi- 
fied with no single affirmative act 
of well-defined or conspicuous public 
importance,” while his negative course 
has helped to delay or defeat many meas- 
ures of wise legislation; his dictation of 
a letter to be sent to himself which con- 
tained the ‘‘elements of perjury”; the 
fact that he enriched himself while in 
the public service without having any 
other legitimate source of income; the 
‘‘ignorance and incompetency, coupled 
with a reckless audacity,” which char- 
acterized his conduct as Secretary of 
State, and his unseemly efforts to attain 
the office of President. 

This arraignment of the candidate dif- 
fers in no particular from the case as 
stated against him by all conscientious 
Republicans who are opposing his elec- 
tion. The weapons of these Utica stal- 
warts are fairly drawn from the public 
record of Mr. Buatne. He has him- 
self furnished them with all the ammuni- 
tion they need and given them the oppor- 
tunity of placing their opposition on the 
highest public ground. 


BLAINE AND THE SURPLUS. 


Mr. BLAINE has made many speeches in 
the last few weeks about the benefits de- 
rived, in his opinion, from the imposition 
and collection of high duties on imports, 
but he has not touched in a practical way 
the great problem that some other men 
have been trying to solve. He has not 
told the people in what way he would re- 
duce the surplus revenue. He professes 
to stand upon the Republican platform, 
and that platform says that ‘‘the Repub- 
lican Party pledges itself to  cor- 
rect the inequalities of the tariff 
and to reduce the surplus by such 
methods as will relieve the taxpayer 
without injury to the laborer or the great 
productive interests of the country.” The 
surplus revenue for the current year will 
be about $100,000,000, of which from 
$45,000,000 to $50,000,000 may be needed 
to satisfy the requirements of the sinking 
fund. ‘‘A liberal estimate will not re- 
quire,” said Secretary GRESHAM at 
the Wall-street meeting, ‘“‘more than 
$50,000,000 for the sinking fund for the 
current year, and we will have a surplus 
over this of, say, $40,000,000 or $50,000,000. 
The steady development of the country 
and the growth of its trade and commerce 
will increase the revenues under existing 
laws. There is. therefore, no necessity for 


tion.” — : 

While Biarve has nof told the people 
in Ohio and Indiana how he would fol- 
low the declaration of the national plat- 
form and reduce the surplus, there are 
some persons who have not forgotten 
that in November, 1883, he proposed, in 


along letter written for publication, that 


the problem should be solved by dis- 
tributing the proceeds of the whisky tax 
among the States. Why has he not 
explained and defended this plan to 
the people whom he has _ recently 
addressed? Is it because he fears that it 
would not be well received either by pro- 
hibitionists or by manufacturers and 
dealers who would like to have the tax 
removed? Or is it because the many ob- 
jections to any such scheme have been so 
powerfully presented in all parts of the 
country that he is unwilling to admit that 
he ever advocated it? 

That proposition was a fair measure of 
BLAINE’s statesmanship. One could ex- 
pect no solution of the revenue problem 
more satisfactory and statesmanlike from 
the Speaker who reminded FIsHER and 
CALDWELL of the ruling that saved the 
Little Rock grant, the Congressman who 
fell on his knees before MULLIGAN, the 
Senator who strove to defeat the Thur- 
man act, the Cabinet Minister who upheld 
the Landreau guano claim in Peru, and 
the speculating politician who “ stood 
on velvet” in the Hocking Valley enter- 
prise. It was unconstitutional, and would 
be in practice most unfair, dangerous, and 
demoralizing. The problem demanded 
then, as it demands now, the most careful 
consideration and the application of sound 
principles of government for its solution. 
BLAINE would solve it by a process that 
men of like character in the lower walks 
of life call a ‘‘ divvy.” 

We do not expect that this candidate 
who talks so Broadly and generously 
about protection will reproduce for the 
edification of his audiences this ridiculous 
distribution scheme which he put forth 
with a flourish of trumpets less than one 
yearago. Wedo not expect that he will 
now advocate this or any other plan for 
reducing the surplus, for the reason that 
he and the men who surround him prefer 
that there shall be a surplus, and a large 
one. They thrive upon conditions that 
breed extravagant legislation, and they 
sneer at old-fashioned economy. They 
have no sympathy with those who hold 
that all taxation shall be limited to the 
requirements of economical government. 


“A TIMELY APPEAL.” 


We do not recall any occurrence since 
the flinging of the apple into the council 
of the gods better calculated to disturb 
the harmony of an occasion than the dis- 
closure made yesterday of the manner in 
which Mr. JAMES G. BLAINE, as editor-in- 
chief, and Miss ‘‘ Gail Hamilton,” as prin- 
cipal political writer, ‘‘ ran” the Tribune 
just before the Republican Conven- 
tion of 1880. As to the Tribune 
itself, no disclosures could affect its 
standing. A journal which for years 
earned its living as the financial pimp of 
Jay GOULD has nothing to lose by being 
exposed even as the political pimp of 
BuaINE. ‘‘ Timely appeals” to the credu- 
lity of investors or speculators have been 
made upon the order of GOULD in the 
Tribune quite as often as ‘timely ap- 
peals” for the repeal of the eighth com- 
mandment have been made upon the 
order of BLAINE. That the ostensible editor 
of the Tribune had received and accepted a 
** definite proposition” before he published 
Gail Hamilton’s articles upon ‘ The Real 
Issue” is as probable as that he had re- 
ceived a definite proposition before at- 
tacking properties which GOULD wished 
to get into or praising securities which 
GOULD wished to get out of. The most 
venal and dishonest of the newspapers of 
New-York is appropriately enough the 
organ of the most venal and dishonest 
man whom any party has ever dared to 
nominate for the Presidency of the United 
States. 

But all this is ar old story. Nobody 
ever suspected the ostensible editor of de- 
riving his political, financial, or moral 
opinions from any other source than his 
bank account. Nobody will think any 
the worse of him for having farmed out 
his editorial function to BLAINE than for 
having farmed it out to GouLp. The 
whole force of the disclosure now made 
will be in its effect upon the relations of 
the candidate for the Presidency with 
his associate upon the ticket and 
with a number of his principal sup- 
porters. Gen. LoGAN has a _ tolerably 
thick skin, and will not seriously resent 
the imputation of having acted like a 
candid brute in his endeavors to keep the 
Illinois delegation from going for BLAINE. 
But Senator Hoar is of a more sensitive 
and shrinking nature, and besides he de- 
served a kinder fate. After engaging in 
the most violent contortions in order to 
arrive at a point of view from which the 
actions that appeared to him down to the 
Republican Convention of 1884 a fatal ob- 
jection to the nomination of BLAINE 
for the Presidency should appear to 
him no _ objection at all to the 
election of BLAINE to the Presidency, 
what the Senator from Massachusetts 
needed was some moral liniment. To 
know that he enjoyed the respect of the 
person in whose behalf he had performed 
this painful and difficult feat was, we 
should say, the very least compensation 
that should be made to him for having 
lost the respect of so many other people. 
It is rubbing vinegar and cayenne into his 
wounds for him to learn that a vivacious 
description of himself as a “ political 
hermaphrodite of Massachusetts, who 
sticks to nothing,” and whom “ the honest 
and tranquil manhood of this country” 
‘« despises,” was considered by the object 
of his wrenching exertions a ‘‘ timely ap- 
peal” which ought to be printed “ at 
once.” 

It is not, however, to the “ political 
hermaphrodites” that we are to look for 
results from this disclosure, but to the 
stalwart supporters of Gen. GRANT in 1880, 
who are powerfully alluded to by Mr. 
BLAINE’s leader writer as “political 
burglars.” In this State these persons 
were very numerous in 1880. Their 
numbers were not contemptible even

842,464 votes for Judge FoLaer. They are. 
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not, for the most part, persons incapable of 
resentment. Their leader, Mr. Roscoz 
CONKLING, is not generally believed to suf- 
fer from that incapacity. We observe that 
this gentleman has been invited to address 
his fellow-citizens at Utica upon the polit- 
ical, and possibly the personal, issues of 
the pending canvass, and we await his 
action upon that invitation with patriotic 
solicitude, tempered with carnal hilarity. 
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THE ST. BERNARD MYTH. 


Among the attractions of the dog show 
is a genuine St. Bernard dog who is cred- 
ited with having saved twenty-six lives 
in the Alpine snow. This animal, it 
should be remarked, is in no way respon- 
sible for the claim made for him in regard 
to the alleged twenty-six lives, and so far 
as anything is known to the contrary is 
a modest, truthful, and thoroughly re- 
spectable beast. 

Every one is familiar with the myth of 
the St. Bernard dogs. Any number of 
affecting stories have been written con- 
cerning them, and every child has at least 
one picture book containing a portrait of 
a St. Bernard dog laden with life-saving 
implements. It is popularly believed that 
on every stormy night the monks of St. 
Bernard send out a dog to look for be- 
lated travelers, The dog carries a blanket, 
two bottles of hot water, a mustard plas- 
ter, two coarse towels, a lunch basket 
filled with roast chicken and three kinds 
of vegetables, kept hot by a spirit lamp, 
and a liquor case containing rum, lemon 
peel, sugar, and water. 

The intelligent animal, being gifted with 
a fine nose, searches eagerly for travelers, 
and, having found the track of one, soon 
runs him to snow. On coming up with 
the traveler, who is always lying insensi- 
ble and half covered with snow, the dog 
clears away the snow, removes the trav- 
eler’s clothes, places the bottles of hot 
water at his feet and the mustard plaster 
on his stomach, and then rubs the insensi- 
ble man with the coarse towels until the 
circulation is restored, when the dog im- 
mediately dresses his patient and wraps him 
tightly in the blanket. Next the dog heats 
some water with the spirit lamp, mixes 
aglass of hot rum and pours it down 
the traveler’s throat. If the latter re- 
gains consciousness under this treatment 
he is judiciously fed with the contents of 
the lunch basket, after which he mounts 
on the dog’s back and is carried to the 
convent, If he does not regain conscious- 
ness the dog himself places the traveler 
on his back and gallops rapidly home 
with him. The usual number cf dogs 
employed at the St. Bernard Convent is 
twenty-two—that is in the Winter sea- 
son. In the Summer only eleven dogs are 
kept on the active list, and the remainder 
are sold to travelers. The average St. 
Bernard dog rescues four travelers per 
week during eight months of the year, 
and one traveler per week during the rest 
of the year. Such is the tale which is 
told of the dogs of St. Bernard, and which 
the indiscriminating public unhesitatingly 
believes, 

What are the real facts of the case? A 
careful investigation shows that they 
differ widely from the popular myth. The 
St. Bernard monks certainly do keep a 
large number of dogs. They originally 
adopted this custom in order to avoid 
troublesome travelers. They were at one 
time greatly annoyed by casual Protestant 
ministers who stopped at the hospice over 
night and endeavored to convince the 
monks of the errors of Romanism and the 
advantages ofa pure faith, matrimony, and 
a comfortable parsonage ina warm coun- 
try. The monks also suffered greatly at 
the hands of romantic women who insisted 
upon expressing the greatest admiration 
and affection for them. After due con- 
sultation, and with the approval of the 
General of their order, the monks laid 
in half a dozen large dogs. Whenever 
the zeal of Protestant ministers or the 
enthusiasm of romantic women seemed 
on the point of breaking out the monk 
who was in immediate danger would call 
the dogs around him. The immense size 
and hungry air of these animals always 
discouraged the enemy, who hastened to 
withdraw from the presence of the dogs 
and to leave the monks in peace. 


These original dogs never carried blank- 
ets or other articles for the relief of trav- 
elers.. The monks strapped blankets 
around the dogs in Winter to keep them 
warm, and some imaginative person 
thereupon fancied that the blankets were 
designed for travelers. The story that the 
dogs also carried towels, rum, roast 
chicken, and other necessaries was in 
course of time added, and the St. Bernard 
myth assumed its modern proportions. 

The monks were not responsible for the 
invention of this myth, but it must be 
confessed that they did not take pains to 
contradict it. The reason is obvious. At 
least two-thirds of all the tourists who 
visted the hospice were anxious to buy 
St. Bernard dogs, and the more livesa 
dog was represented to have saved the 
higher price he commanded. The dog 
trade thus became a valuable source of 
income to the monks. In addition to 
the annual sale of eleven full-grown dogs, 
each one of which was said to have 
saved twenty-six lives, the monks laid 
in every Spring from eight hundred to 
a thousand miscellaneous puppies of not 
more than four weeks of age. These pup- 
pies were readily sold as genuine St. 
Bernard puppies, bred on the premises, at 
an average price of $50 each. The pur- 
chasers were often amazed to find that 
these genuine St. Bernard puppies grew 
up to be Scotch terriers, or pure-blooded 
tinkers’ dogs in appearance, but they 
usually attributed the phenomenon to the 
effect of climate, and one and all stoutly 
maintained that they possessed real St. 
Bernard dogs. The annual income of 
the convent from the sale of dogs must 
now be about eighteen thousand dollars, 
and the monks can hardly be expected to 
destroy this flourishing trade by explod- 
ing the myth upon which it is based. 
Furthermore it should be remembered 
that the monks do not themselves vouch 
for the dogs sold at the convent. The 
whole business of selling dogs to travelers 
is placed by the monks in the hands of an. 
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English Methodist, who, being in the opin- 


ion of the monks certain of a warm desti- 


nation, cannot, therefore, do himself any 
further material injury by relating highly 
colored stories concerning the dogs. 

As to the respectable beast in the dog 
show who is said to have saved twenty- 
six lives in the snows of the Alps, there is 
no doubt that he is a genuine St. Bernard 
dog. It is, moreover, quite possible that 
he may have saved twenty-six livesin the 
snow. Dogs—and especially heavy dogs 
—when chasing cats over the snow, have 
frequently saved the cats’ lives by break- 
ing through the crust and thus giving the 
cats an opportunity to escape. The inter- 
ests of no one dog should, however, be 
permitted to stand in the way of truth, 
and itis the duty of every truth-loving 
man to set forth the true facts as to the 
St. Bernard myth. 


THE REAL ISSUE. 


The following article, which appeared 
in the New-York Tribune of May 29, 1880, was 
written by ‘*Gail Hamilton,” a relative of Mr. 
Blaine and a member of his family, and on the 
back of the last page of the manuscript, as 
shown by the facsimile printed yesterday, ap- 
peared the following direction to the nomiaal 
editor of the Tribune:

The battle of law against lawlessness was 
foughtin Maine ‘last Winter, on a narrow field 
indeed, but with a fierce intensity and with brill- 
iant success. It is raging in Illinois at the 
present moment, and the next week, we devout- 
ly hope and confidently believe, will witness for 
law a triumph as complete and as brilliant as 
that achieved in Maine. In Maine it was the 
Democratic Party that reared the standard of 
lawlessness against the Republican Party. In 
[jlinois it is one wing uf the Republican Party 
against the main army of Republicans. In 
Maine Garcelon started out of obscurity into infa- 
my toheadthemob. InIllinois Logan, brave and 
beloved, shames his loyal fame to trample down 
the liberties which he once fought to secure. 
Behind Logan, shadowed and siient, and by his si- 
lence consenting unto the death, stands another 
form—the form of one whom theAmerican people 
have delighted to honor and whose attitude in 
this contest they contemplate with an amaze- 
ment that is almost incredulity. 

But let no man be deceived. The cause is 
greater than any man. The Republican Party is 
the party of law and order, of constitutional 
liberty and popular government and free elec- 
tions; and it will fight absolutism and dishonesty 
in its owa party just as valiantly as it fought 
them in the Democratic Party. It will fight 
them on Northern soil just as promptly and if 
need be just as persistently as it fought them 
on Southern soil. 

Gentlemen, delegates to the National Conven- 
tion at Chicago, let no man deceive you. Cam- 
eron, Conkling, and Logan have nothing to lose 
by the disruption of the Republican Party. If 
Grant were to be elected they would hold the 
Administration in their hands. If Blaine or 
Sherman be elected Blaine or Sherman will be 
President, and these men will have only their 
fair share of power and place, which stands to 
them for as great 9, defeat as would the incom- 
ing of a Democratic Administration. Through 
the infatuation of desperation they have at last 
showed their hand openly, and have made the 
defeat of Granta duty. It isno longer a ques- 
tion between man and man. It is a question be- 
tween parliamentary government and mob law. 
It isa question of life or death for the Repub- 
lican Party. 

For there is, in the judgement of our wisest and 
coolest counselors, the gravest danger that 
Gen. Grant cannot beelected. The revolt against 
him is wide and deep, bitter, irrepressible, con- 
stantly increasing. The Senatorial triumvirate 
do not care for this; but you care. ''he Senatorial 
triumvirate will deny it; will say that Grant is 
the only man who can be elected; will say that 
it is only a handful of malcontents here and 
there who make the revolt, and that after the 
nomination the disciplined masses will go up to 
the polls and vote the Republican ticket. 

Be not deceived. They willnotdoit. Wemay 
lament or exult over the fact, but it is fatal not 
to recognize it. Good party men, veterans like 
Thurlow Weed, and trained troops like the fol- 
lowers of Sherman in Ohio, and of Blaine in 
Maine, will go to tie polls and vote protestingly 
for Grant. But there are tens of thousands of 
men who do not care a continental copper 
whether they are considered good party men or 
not, and they will not vote for Grant. They 
do not hide or evade. They proclaim openly 
by the thousand that they will not vote for 
Grant. Even party men, enthusiastic and life- 
long Republicans, declare that they will not vote 
for Grant; that they will take the stump against 
him. The events of the last few days have added 
multitudes to the anti-third term army. The 
distrust engendered by the doublings and turn- 
ings of Cameron has developed into disgust under 
the bludgeon of Logan. Logan’s candid brutal- 
ity has cleared the air. The unscrupulous fraud, 
the unparalleled violence which have been em- 
ployed to bring Grant in, have roused the peo- 
ple toa resolve that he shall stay out. They 
fought a four years’ war to establish popular 
government at the South. They will not sur- 
render it in the North even to the victorin that 
war. They have not resisted fraud and force in 
Scuth Carolina tosubmit to them and support 
them in Pennsylvania. The political burglars 
of Illinois, who stick at nothing, and the political 
hermaphrodites of Massachusetts, who stick to 
nothing, will make desperate lunges and feeble 
lurches at Grant, but the honest and tranquil 
manhood of this country defies the first and de- 
spises the second. 

Republicans hate the methods and tho pur- 
poses of the Democratic Party, but they never 
hate them so intensely as when they see them in- 
troduced into the Republican Party. If they 
must have the cheating and bulldozing of 
Democracy they will have it pure and simple, in 
the form and guise of Democracy, not skulking 
under the banners of Republicanism and guard- 
ing itself behind the shields of the stalwarts.

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EXPLAINING MR. BLAINE'’S LET- 
TERS TO NEW-JERSEY VOTERS. 
“WHY THE INDEPENDENTS REJECT THE RE- 

PUBLICAN TICKET AND ARE WORKING 


FOR CLEVELAND'S ELECTION. 

Tpé Grand Opera House at Newark was 
packed to the trussed rafters of its arched roof 
last night when the State and County Commit- 
tees of Republicans opposed to Mr. Blaine hbelda 
mass meeting. Every seatin the house was oc- 
cupied and all the available standing room was 
packed. On the stage were about 200 persons, 
among whom were Prof. 8. A. Farraud, James 
Demarest, Dr. Charles A. Meeker, William A. 
Howell, J. 8. Shock, Samuel Morraw, Jr., George 
W. King, George Kremmentz, J. Stewart Mackie, 
J. Cummings Vail, Winslow L. Whiting, and 
Prof. Uharles Mockler, of Newark: Dr. George 
&. Allan, of Montclair; Col. H. G. Prout, of 
Franklin; Prof. Martin Bahler and Dr. Samuel 
L. Eaton, of East Orange, and Carlisle Norwood, 
Jr., and R. H. Thayer, of South Orange. 

The meeting bad assembled to listen to an ad- 
dress on the issues of the campaign by Mr. Carl 
Schurz, and when that gentleman appeared on 
the stage he was grected with loud and long- 
continued applause. Mr. Hamilton Wallace pre- 
sided, and, after the reading of a list of Vice- 
Presidents and Secretaries, introduced Mr. 
Schurz to the audience. When the applause 
and cheers had subsided Mr. Schurz said: 


FELLOW-CiT1IzENs: I am so old a citizen of 
the United States that I may cail a majority of 
voters this year my juniors. It becomes my duty 
to explain why the independents have cut loose 
from their party. I do not stand here as a Dem- 
ocrat; I am an old-time Republican. It has be- 
come a fashion to say to us, How can you 
disregard the great deeds of the Republican 
Party? When these deeds were done I was 
there myseit. That is not a boastful state- 
ment. If there are any men who have a right to 
be proud of those deed:, I am one of them. Four 
years ago | appeared here to uphold a Kepublic- 
an candidate. My views and aims are the same 
to-day. If there has beenany change it isin the 
Republican Party. Aslongasa party does good 
it is entitled to support. Vhen it ceases to do 
good it is our business to give it the best lesson 
wecan. I believe that the independent Repub- 
licans are better than those who have not left the 
party. Itissaid that we do notlike to face the 
real reasons of our departure. They say we are 
free traders. This is simply not true. Every man 
knows that every one of us would have support- 
ed Edmunds [applause] or one of half a dozen 
other protectionists. The tariff is not the issue, 
though the Kepublicans are trying to make you 
believe that were the Democrats to come into 
powe’ your furnace fires would go out. Those of 
you who know anything know that many of 
them are out now. Those who close their shops 
close on account of bad business. Four years 
ago we said, and with reason, that it was wise to 
let well enough alone. would it be really wise 
now to let bad enough alone? Whoever is 
elected President, the industries of the country 
will pursue their naturai course. If Mr. Cleve- 
land is elected he will not change your tariff 
laws, because he can’t. Congress must meet 
after Mr. Clevelana’s election, [cheers]—I sin- 
cerely believe he will be elected—and they must 
make the changes. Whatever party comes into 
power will feel the responsibility of that power. 
S0 we may dismiss that question. It has not 
been the tariff. nor any other question of policy 
that took us out of the party. 

J do not agree with those who call Mr. Blaine a 
great statesman. A statesman should have iden- 
tified his name with some great legislation or 
with some great executive measure or by some 
wise counsel to the people. Which of these 
things has Mr. Blaine done? Name itand Ill 
sit down and wait until the answercomes. I 
have never yet received one. Sc this greatest of 
living statesmen has been blown up out of 
nothing. No, with usthis is a question of ele- 
mentary honesty. We believe that public office 
isa publictrust. Believing thut we were con- 
vinced that we could not vote for James G. 
Blaine. [Cries of “* Never!"] I know what it 
means to criticize a public man. It is not my 
pleasure to impugn Mr. Blaine’s character. 
regard it asasoiemn duty. Had Mr. Blaine re- 
mained in private life I should have congratu- 
lated him on his history which hé is writing. As 
pa candidate his character belongs to the people. 
I do not regard him as fit to be President of the 
United States. 

Mr. Schurz then took up the Mulligan letters, 
which he pronounced an interesting contribu- 
tion to American history, and began to trace 
from them some of the acts of Mr. Blaine’s 
official career. He compared them with the con- 
duct of other legislators and statesmen of this 
country in similar circumstances. He explained 
the importance of Mr. Blaine’s position as 
Speaker of the House,and then, from the !et- 
ters, showed how Mr. Blaine had used it. Mr. 
Schurz’s comparisons of Mr. Blaine’s conduct in 
these matters with that of John Quincy Adams 
aroused the audience to frequent laughter and 
applause. The speaker asked those Repub- 
licans who expected to. vote for Mr. 
Biaine in November to lay aside the heat 
and passion of the campaign and calmly 
look at this spectacle. No one would say that 
Mr. Blaine was notashrewd man. Noone would 
suspect him of writing those letters without 
knowing what his words meant. They showed 
that he was simply offering his official power for 
sale. Mr. Blaine was convicted on words ut- 
tered by himself. Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts. 
had said that the natural explanation of the 
letters was that it wasa pleasant thing fora 
man to doafavor when in office and to con- 
gratulate the man onit. Mr. Schurz had replied 
that it was one thing to get an old soldier a pen- 
sion and congratulate him, but to ask him for 20 
per cent. of it was another. 

* There is not a single civilized country on the 
face of the globe,” said Mr. Schurz, “where 
such conduct as these letters reveal would be 
called anything but corrupt.” [Applause.] Mr. 
Schurz then went on to review Mr. Blaine’s pub- 
lic explanation of his conduct. He also read 
other letters and arranged them in such an 
order that the testimony was cumulative. Each 
one was laid aside with the remark, * But that 
wasn't the worst of the matter,” which moved 
the audience to taughterand applause. After 
summing up the evidence, Mr. Schurz said: 
** Now, do you wonder there are some men in the 
party who respect themselves? [Applause.] Do 
you wonder that there are some men who re- 
member that they were Americans before they 
were Republicans, and who feel that their first 
duty 1s not to their party, but to their country? 
Rlecting sucb a man to the Presidency is teach- 
ing the young men that George Washington and 
John Quincy Adams were old fogies. It is quite 
proper for young men, according to this view, to 
cast anchors to windward. How far they can 
go in this direction the young men may learn 
trom the model set up for them—James G. 
Blaine. There are two classes of honest men in 
public iife—those naturally so and those kept 
60 by the pressure of pubiic opinion. Remove 
the pressure of public opinion and the rascals 
will soon have things all their own way. [Ap- 
piause.}] I have boys, hopeful young fellows, 
who may go into public life. If they ever 
do acorrupt act, which God forbid, they shall 
not, so help me God, say that they learned that 
from their father, who set up this man as a 
model before them. [Tremendous and prolonged 
apdlause.] Is Gov. Cleveland that honest man, 
whose election will emphasize the rebuke we 
wish to give to corruption? I think he is. 
[Cheers.] His record is short, but it does 
not contain a single thing that he neea be 
ashamed of.” 

The speaker referred briefly to Gov. Cleve- 
land’s good qualities. His distinguish ng quality 
was the one now most needed—integrity. If 
elected, he would conduct the Government in a 
wise, economical, and honest way.

The 
answer is notin very exquisite taste, | admit, 
even trom the English point of view; but n0 one 
would dream of taking it in any bad sense, par- 
ticularly (f ought to add) as these confessions 
are not meant too seriously. Young girls who 
have drawn upon themselves a few compliments 
from their partners at a ball will tell you that 
they have been tlirting. Flirting is, in tact, to 
jet a young man understand that be has been re- 
marked and distinguished, as the Grand Duchess 
of Gérolstein says, to draw him on by afew 
pleasant smiles and prettly :ittic were to quit his 
reserve and push bis gallantry almost to the 
point of a declaration of love. This little game 
would be very dangerous with a young French- 
man; it isof no consequence with a young En- 
glisbman, for flirting means attentions paid toa 
woman without intentions (c’est avoir pour une 
femme des attentions sans intentions.)”’ 

A gene many people have tried their hands at 
a definition of flirting. Max O’Kell hasa decided 
advantage over most of them, both iu bis french 

oint of view and in the nuances of the French 
anguage. His account ot “sweethearting” (the 
word is his) is hardly so happy. ** Here (he says) 
we come to love, taken seriously.” 

***Sweethearts’ is the name for two young 
people who have declared their love, and have 
mutually accepted each other as betrothed, with 
or without the consent of their relations. The 
Engiish word has a kind of rustic perfume in it, 
and corresponds to our expressions bon ami and 
bonne amie. Sweethearting could not exist in 
France, where the best-engaged lovers may only 
rehearse their vows of love in the presence of a 
future mother-io-Jaw. Tosweetheartin England 
means to pay court openly, to take one’s be- 
trothed among one’s friends, to concerts, to 
balls, to go sentimental walks, more or less 
solitary, in ber company, to take many little be- 
coming liberties with her; in a word, it means 
piaying all the comedy of love only leaving out 
the fiftn act.” 

Max O’Rell’s account of the lover’s walk is in 
his happiest vein. He is speaking here, it should 
be said, not of the upper classes, but of the bour- 
geoisie: 

“It isa very strange sight ina country where 
reserve, prudery, and decency are Griven to des- 
peration to see the coupies of lovers walking at 
nightfall, holding each otber’s hands, waists, or 
necks, and in some little-frequented roads torm- 
ing veritable processions. The couples walk 
along slowly, looking languishingly at one an- 
other and without speaking a word. As you 
pass by und look at them they seem to say: * You 
know what we are and what we are doing. You 
have gone through the same thing, Sir, haven’t 
you? We reaily need not embarrass each 
other.’”’ 

One may be excused for turning next to a pas- 
fage where Max O’Kell raises a laugh at his own 
countiymen. “I have aiways admired,” he 
somewhere says, “the stoicism of young En- 
glishmen” in their love affairs; the following de- 
scription shows that young Frenchmen are, in a 
different way, equally long-suffering: 

“| bave never much admired the way in which 
declarations of love are made in France. With 
us the foolish anima! has to go on his knees at a 
woman's feet. With her eyes modestly drooped 
on us, this little demon of observation makes an 
inventory of all our smallest defects—of our 
hair, growing sparser; of our languishing eyes, 
turned up and showing their whites; of a 
little wart, which we thought concealed. 
I put it squarely that in this little scene 
it seems to me we have to play a supremely 
ridiculous part. If any one of my readers is not 
of this opinion, let him put this question to him- 
self: ‘Should I ever think of being photo- 
graphed in the attitude above described?’ I 
await his answer. They manage these things 
differently in England. You sit down comforta- 
bly, very much at your ease. You have the 
adored object of your dreams at your side or at 
at your feet, and you can mumur yoprr sweet 
whipers of loveinto her ear witbout ever dis- 
locating your vertebrai column. You may even 
smoke your cigar, without any fear of giving 
offense, all the time you tell your love and build 
your castles in Spain. ‘Then you are some- 
thing of a pasha,’ | can imagine some emanci- 

ated woman exclaiming. Not atall, Madam; 

t is no question of master and slave; it is a mat- 
ter * not of slavery but of exaited oe 

Max O’Reil is not altogether laughing in his 
sleeve here, as his description of John Bull's wife 
will show: 

“Her mission is to cheer her husband in the 
comfort ot his home and make him forget the 
worry, annoyance, and heart-burnings that be-et 
him out of doors in his professional or public 
life; to provide for him a retreat in the soothing 
atmosphere of which he can find rest and reno- 
vated strength; to do the honors of his house 
with that liberality, that provident and large- 
hearted hospitality which is only to be found in 
Englaund—such is the mission of the English 
women. Thecompanionsand helpmatesof John 
Bull are beautiful girls, perhaps a trifle too bold; 
virtuous wives, a trifle too much respected; ex- 
cellent mothers, a trifie too much negiected; 
above all, women whose ingenious attention to 
all the minor comforts of existence can turn the 
humblest cottage into a little palace of order, 
cleanliness, and well-being.” 

That is not the whole truth, but it is true so 
far us it goes, and is therefore one of the pleas- 
antest things in the book. Max O’Rell, by the 
way. certainly does not fall into the fault he 
condemns of overrespect, and we can hardly 
agree with the words of his preface to Mistress 
John Bull that she “may read this book from 
beginning to end without finding any indiscreet 
disclosures.”

—— 
URGED TO ORGANIZE AND PROCURE LEGIS- 
LATION FOR THEMSELVES. 


A workingmen’s mass meeting, under 
the auspices of the Central Labor Union, was 
held last evening at Irving Hall, John Swinton 
was the first speaker. He expressed astonish- 
ment at the wonderful growth of the idea upon 
which the Central Labor Union had been found- 
ed—a union of ideas and unions. Almost every 
trate in this city, he said, was organized. The 
unions were connected by central bodies. 
State labor conventions, consisting of dele- 
gations from cities and towns, had been 
held, and even Continental congresses of certain 


trades had lately met. In 15 of the States work- 
ingmen were thus organized. Ail this indicated 
the rise of anew power, and that industry was 
beginning to legislate tor itself. This force 
would take hold of industries and would legis- 
late for the whole community for rates of 
wages and distribution of wealth. The speaker 
estimated that there were about 2,000,000 people 
idle in this country whuile 15,000,000 were over- 
worked. Such a condition of things was dis- 
graceful to the country, but the remedy lav with 
the workingmen themselves if they would only 
undertake to right their own wrongs. 

Edward King, the next Nr yee of the opin- 
ion that neither of the political parties cared for 
the welfare of the workingmen. The Republican 
Party, while it proclaimed that the protective 
tariff was for the protection of the workingmen, 
really cared only for the interests of the capital- 
ists, who found protection against European 
competition, while the American laborer 
was deprived of the benefits of the tariff 
by having to compete with the pauper 
workmen imported by the capitalists. The entire 
party was controlled by capitalists. And when- 
ever the Democratic Party showed an inclina- 
tion to help the workingmen the capitalists came 
in and carried everything before them. Mme. 
Delacluze, who is said to be a Communist, was 
next introduced. She said that the workingmen 
had only themselves to blame for a corrupt 
Government. So long as they remained unor- 
ganized they could expect nothing better, They 
should organize and boldly change or overthrow 
the modern system of society. Other speakers 
also addressed the mectingz.

MAKING CHARGES OF FRAUD. 

J. J. Barker, a clerk in the office of the 
First Controller of the Treasury, who has 
recently resigned his position, has written a 
letter to President Arthur giving his reasons for 
so doing. “J resigned my place in the service 
of the United States,” he says, ** for the simple 


reason that I declined to be accessory to the 
systematic frauds that are being perpetrated 
through the First Controller's office.” Mr. 
Barker charges that United States At- 
turneys present false biils to the Treas- 
ury Department, and that they are allowed. 
He says that he called the attention of the Con- 
troller to certain illegal ch»rges, and that that 
officia! admitted that they were illegal, but sub- 
sequently allowed them. He cites charges made 
in 1883 by Wilifam A. Stone, Attorney for West- 
ern Pennsylvania, and Nathan F. Dixon, Attor- 
ney for Rhode Island, as being illegal and 
allowed; alsoan illegal bill of United States 
Commissioner John A. Shields, of this city, for 
$1,400 for swearing in Marshals in 1880, and 
one of Marshal Joel B. Erhardt, also of 
this city, showing that he (Erhardt) had 
paid special Deputy Marshals for more work 
than the law required of them. Mr. Barker also 
asserts that C. H. Hill, clerk of the United States 
court at Boston and other clerks uniformly 
charge rdiems for every working day in the 
year, although there are many days when the 
courts are not in session, and closes his letter by 
saying that he believes the First Controller is 
honest, but lacks the courage to stand up for 
his convictions, and is the unwitting tool of out- 
side officials.

CRATIC DOGS. 

AN AWARD REVERSED ON THE DISCOVERY 
THAT A PUG HAD BEEN DOCTORED—HIS 
OWNER HELD TO BE BLAMELESS, 

“Goodness gracious me!’’ exclaimed a 
young but unblushing maiden at the Madison- 

Square Garden yesterday as she paid $50 for a 

pug pup. “Is this what they call anon-sporting 

dog show? Why, bless my heart, do you know 

I thought non-sporting dogs were all little 

household pets. And most of the dogs here are 

big ones! 1 never imagined such a thing.” 
Non-sporting dogs, it may be well to explain, 
although yesterday was the third day of the 
show and to-day will be the last, are dogs not 
used for field purposes—hunting or shooting. 
Pointers, setters, spaniels, fox hounds, and 
beagles comprise nearly all the sporting dogs 
excepting deerhounds, greyhounds, and fox 
terners. These last three species of the dog king- 
dom are included in the show for the reason that 
they are not often used in the field in this coun- 
try. The non-sporting dogs are house dogs, 
watch dogs, and pets of all descriptions. It is 


perhaps to the credit of the non-sporting dogs to 
say that they have a good deal louder voices 
than their sporting brethren. A sporting dog 
develops his nose; a house dog or wetch dog 
gives all his spare time to increasing the volume 
of sound which he can send forth in a given 
period. A mastiff educates his basso profundo; 
a spaniel yelps persistentiy in an effort to im- 
prove his tenor notes. 

A Japanese spuniel is notso bad. He has the 
meek and deprecatory way of all Japs. Mrs. 
Clark, wife of Mr. Eugene Clark, the tenor, has 
twu of these. Floisa great prize winner. She 
has a son, 24% years old, named Kobe, who won 
tirst prize on Wednesday. Kobe isa very know- 
ing dog and something of an urtist. He has been 
seen at the Boston Museum in “* Billee Taylor,” 
“ Olivette,” and other operas, and Mrs. Clark is 
the proudest woman inthe Garden as she sits with 
the handsome black and white in herarms. Mrs, 
J. K. Emmet saw the dog on Wednesday. 
Straightway she made Mrs. Clark’s acquaint- 
ance, and, urged on by her husband, who is iook- 
ing about for an animai to assist him in his part 
as Fritz, she offered Mrs. Clark $1,500 for Kobe. 
The offer was refused. Mrs. Emmet threatened 
to raise the bid until she got the dog, and will 
return to the fray to-cay. Kobe is a handsome 
on long baired, big eyed, and as playful asa 
ehil« 

The mastiffs make an extra fine showing at the 
Garden. and yesterday Hero 1I.and Lorna Doone 
won a special prize for the best pair. It is con- 
ceded to be the best exhibition of the dogs ever 
seen in this country. Expert judges notice that 
the height of these great dogs is decreasing. 
More attention in breeding is given to bone and 
strength than formerly. When bulk and bone 
are wanted the height lessens. William H. Lee's 
brindle mastiff, Liford Cromwell, also took a 
special prize yesterday. He is a fine fellow and 
winner of several first prizes at English shows. 
The mastiff puppies are not good as a class, being 
large, leggy, weak-loined, and cow-hocked dogs. 

bere are a few exceptions to this, however, 
notably the Winlawn Kennel’s litter. 

In St. Bernards there are any number of prize 
winners. Newfoundilands are poorly represent- 
ed. * It’s too bad,” commented Judge Mortimer, 
* that there is not a better showing of thissplen- 
did breed. Greyhounds and deerhounds are of 
good quality, and the showing of fox terriers is 
especially fine. Collies are one of the greatest 
features of the show. Bull terriers, with the ex- 
ception of the first prize winner, are not so good 
asa class.” A pure bull terrier. it may be re- 
marked for the benefit of visitors to the show, 
should be purely white. His skull should 
be narrow, his jaw long and strong, his eyes 
black, and his tai! fine. Nowa pug, to be a per- 
fect pug, is a little different 1n make up. A 
pug’s skull should be massive and wrinkled, his 
nose short and perfectly black. He should have 
two moles on either cheek, a thumb mark in 
the middie of the forehead, a line of dark hair 
down the middle of the back, a tail curled close, 
black eves and toenails, and altogether be a 
cobby little fellow and as ugly as possible. The 
pugs make a good showing at the show. 

Poodles are still quite fashionable among the 
more aristocratic people. They were judged 
yesterday and the following awards were made: 

Open cluss poodles, black, dogs: First, Miss Work’s 
Rajah; second, Miss C. L. Kyder’s Nigaud; verv high! 
commended, Miss Woerz’s Punch; highly commended.

The greyhounds are the only dogs at the show 
which cannot bear to be looked at. Gaze squarely 
ata greyuound and he will twine his snake-like 
tailabout one of his hind legs and yelp tikea 
Comanche Indian. Nothing is more pitiful than 
a greyhound’s howl. It seems to come from the 
pit of his stomach through a dozen high C reeds, 
and before being let loose is filtered through a 
snare drum. Everybody feels sorry when 
he looks at a greyhound. Still, some 
people like them. The Japanese Consul 
was at the show yesterday, and went 
into ecstacies over the _ frib-lined dogs, 
He proposes to export a number of sporting 
dogs to his native country, and will have the 
assistance of Elliot Smith in making a selection. 
There is plenty of game in Japan, but no sport- 
ing dogs. and it promises to bea great field for 
American breeders to work. The Consul was 
also much taken with the Yorkshire terriers, 
though they are non-sporting dogs. Color counts 
everything with a Yorkshire, for there is scarcely 
anything of him but hair. At this season of the 
year their color is not good, and the blue of most 
of them has turned to a dull gray.

“Didn't I tell you that my 
little pet Tu-Tu should have had first prize in 
the open class pugs, and that I wouldn’t let 
him accept second place? Now, my dear young 
man, I entered a protest. The decision is in 
my favor and Tu-Tu is given first prize. 
Read!” And with dramatic effect Mrs. Wheat- 
leizh thrust a letter into the reporter’s hands. It 
was from Eliiott Smith, Secretary of the West- 
minster Kenne! Club, and stated that the awards 
for open class pugs, dogs, had been changed. 
Mrs. Charlés Wheatieigh’s Tu-Tu was given first 
prize, Briarcliffe Kenne’s Wally of Briarcliffe 
second, and the third was withheld. In the orig- 
inal award John Hammond’s Punch had been 
given first and Mrs. Wheatleigh’s pet second, 
with Wally third. The letter concluded: 

“* We see no reason under the evidence submitted to 
accuse the exhibitor of No. 415 ot having been guilty of 
fraud.” 

The exhibitor of No. 415 is John Hammond, of 
East Fourteenth-street. When Mrs. Wheatileigh, 
indignant at being given second place, examined 
Mr. Hammond’s entry, Punch, she found on 
his breast a suspicious-lookiug stain. Ex- 
amining his nails she found that they 
were not of the right color, to her 
thinking. Then she entered a _ protest. 
Punch was taken into a private roont. The 
stain on his breast—a nasty yellow one—was ap- 
parent to the naked eye when the brave ribbon 
about his throat was lifted. Then Dr. J. H. 
Dancer was called in, and a microscope was pro- 
duced. A few of the discolored hairs were 

lucked out and cut into minute sections. Sub- 

ted to the microscopic test, it was found that 
the capillary tubes contained white matter. 
Hence the hairs, before staining, were white 
hairs. Now, a white hair or patch of white 
hairs on the breast of a pug is death to his 
ehances as a winner of any prize. So the de- 
cision was revised. Why the judge of pugs did 
not see the stain—which even casual visitors 
noticed—is a problem that a good many are try- 
ing to find out. 

* Mr. Hammond obtained the dog from England 
two weeks ago. He savs hesaw the stain, tried 
toscrub it out, and failed. So he concluded 
that the yellow coloring was natural. Heis not 
held in any way responsible for the fraud. The 
incident caused a great sensation in the Garden. 

At3and 8 P. M. to-day the prize winners will 
be cent in procession around the Garden, and 
each will be dilated upon by a strong-lunged 
man from a raised platform. All this is in addi- 
tion to Prof. Hampton's trick dogs—to many the 
best part of the show.

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FUNERAL OF SYDNEY P. NICHOLS. 


A LARGE NUMBER OF FRIENDS AT THE 
CHURCH AND A PROCESSION OF POLICEMEN. 

The funeral of the late Police Commis- 
sioner Sydney P. Nichols took place at 10:30 
o'clock yesterday morning at St. Paul’s Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, Fourth-avenue and 
Twenty-second-street. Long betore the hour 
appointed for the services people began to 
gather in the streets in the neighborhood. Bat- 
tations of stalwart policemen marched into 
Madison-square from various directions and 
formed into line on the east side of the square. 
Inthe church every seat was occupied and a 
large number were standing when the services 


began. The body was taken from the late home 
of the dead man, No. 417 West Twenty-first- 
street, accompanied by the mourners and pall- 
bearers, to the church at the appointed hour, 

The Rev. Dr. Day, Pastor of the church, and 
the Rev. Dr. Strobridge, of the Fifty-third- 
Street Methodist Episcopal Church, met the 
funeral cortége at the centre door and preceded 
it up the southerly isle. Behind the ministers 
came the coffin, borne by four undertaker's as- 
sistants. It was a very plain cotlin, covered 
with black cloth. A silver plate on the lid bore 
the date of death, the name, and age. Behind 
the coffin came Police Commissioners French, 
Mason, and Matthews, followed by the pail- 
bearers — Superintendent Walling, Inspectors 
Dilks, Thorne, Murray, and Byrnes, and Capts, 
Williams, McDonald, Hedden, Webb, Ryan, 
Steers, and Gunner. Then came the widow and 
daughter of the dead man and a num- 
ber of friends and relatives. After an_in- 
troductory solo by one of the choir Dr. Day 
delivered a long and earnest prayer for the com- 
fort of the mourners, after which “ Jesus, lover 
of my soul” wassung. Dr. Day then delivered a 
very brief address. Dr. Strobridge followed, and 
— teelingly of the personal cnaractcristics of 
the dead man. He laid special stress on his char- 
ities, his devotion to his family, and his un- 
swerving fidelity to his duties, both private and 
official, During Dr. Strobridge’s address many 
of those present were visibly affected, and Su- 
perintendent Walling wept like a child. After 
the benediction had been pronounced the con- 
gregation was permitted to take a last look at 
the dead man’s face. Then the body was borne 
out to the hearse, and the 1,200 poilcemen who 
had assembled in tront of the church formed for 
the procession. 

First in order marched a battalion of 60 
mounted police under command of Capt. Con- 
lin. Then followed the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Band, playing, as the procession. started, 
Cuopin’s Funeral March. Then came four bat- 
talions of police on foot, marching four abreast, 
They were under the general command of Capt, 
Thaddeus D. Davis, of the Twelfth Precinct, the 
senior Captain of the force. The four battalions 
were led by Capts. Mount, Copeland, Allaire, 
and Garland in the order named. Then fol- 
lowed Dr. Strobridge in a coach, after which 
came a coach containing the three Police Com- 
missioners. Next came the hearse witb the pall- 
bearers marching on each side. The car- 
riages containing the mourners and relatives 
followed. The large body of police, bearing their 
standards draped in black, presented an imposing 
appearance as they marched slowly along. The 
route of the procession was from the church 
down Fourth-avenue to Fourteenth-street, to 
Broadway, to City Hall Park, and across the park 
to the bridge. Many flags were at half-mast along 
the route. At the bridge the head of the police 
line went as far as the centre of the bridge. The 
forces then formed in open order and the band 
played a dirge while the hearse and carriages 
pomee through. The pallbearers took carriages 

rom City Hall Park. When the cortége had 
passed, the police returned and dispersed to their 
various posts. 'n Sands-street, brooklyn, 100 of 
the police of that city, under ‘Inspector McKel- 
lar and Capt. McKelvey, were drawn up in open 
order and saluted the procession as it passed by. 
The interment took place in the family lot at 
Greenwood.

A PATERSON GANG CAPTURED. 

On Wednesday night Police Officer Botts, 
of Paterson, N. J., founda young man, Michael 
Hogan, brutally kicking a horse belonging to 
David McAllister, who had temporarily tied his 
team in Slater-street, near Jackson, in that city. 
Hogan was simply amusing himself by maltreat- 


ing the horse. The officer arrested him, when 
his five companions ran off to a safe distance, 
and while Hogan fought the officer they rained 
stones on him, and finally knocked him senseless, 
Word was sent to the police station and other 
officers hastened to the spot. They arrested 
Hogan and then began a search for the 
other members of the gang. Before yes- 
terday morning they were all in custody, 
although several of them were captured 
only after desperate resistance. They were ar- 
raigned yesterday before the Recorder on a 
number of charges, and in default of security 
were sent to jail. They are mostly members of 
one of the toughest gangsin Paterson, most of 
them having beenin State prison, and they are 
up before almost every term of court, but by 
the exercise of political influence usnaily man- 
age to get off with light sentences. Two of the 
police were seriously injured in their encounter 
with the gang. Yesterday Peter Murphy, the 
father of one of the prisoners, visited the police 
station, offering $10 reward for the name of the 

oliceman who had clubbed his son the night 

efore. He said Patrick was one of the best 
boys that ever lived, and had done what few 
boys were able to do—whipped his own father. 
The old man was so obstreperous that he was 
sent to join his noble boy. 
DOES NOT LOVE HIS MOTHER-IN-LAW. 

Mary H. McAveigh is suing for a limited 
divorce from her husband Thomas, to whom she 
was married a»out a year anda half ago. Their 
marriage Ws the culmination of a short court- 
ship, Thomas, who is from the interior 
of the State, having met Mary and fallen in love 
with her while on a visit to this city. They 
went to his rural home, and lived there together 
until last July, when business misfortune hav- 
ing befallen him, Thomas sent Mary back to 
her mother in this city. As he has not since 
taken her to live with him, she insists that he 
has abandoned her. Col. Charles 8. Spencer 
moved yesterday, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
for alimony and a counsel feefor her. Gen. 
Charles Hughes, who is famous as an advocate 
in the northern and central parts of the State, 
opposed the motion. He denied that his client 
had abandoned his wife.

A HOME FOR HEBREW ORPHANS. 
THE SERVICES AT THE DEDICATION OF THE 
NEW ASYLUM. 


The new Hebrew Orphan Asylum at 
Tenth-avenue and One Hundred and Thirty- 
sixth-street was yesterday formally presented to 
the city and religiously dedicated to the purposes 
for which it was built. The doors were thrown 
open during the afternoon and 2,000 visitors 
roamed through the rooms, Not half as many 
people as wished to doso got into the assembly 
hall to hear the public service. The ,following 
gentlemen were conspicuous inside the cherry- 
wood puipit railing: Mayor Edson, Jesse Selig- 
man, Judge Noah Davis, the Rey. Dr. Gottheil, 
the Rev. H. S. Jacobs, Charles L. Bernheim, 
Myer Stern, Andrew H. Green, William Wood, 


of the Board of Education; Henry L. Rice, De 
Witt J. Saiguen, Jucob&F. Bamberger, Isaac 
Wormser, Edward Lehman, and B. F. Peixatto, 
United States Consul at Lyons. 

A very pretty teature of the exercises was the 
singing of the orphan children, their fresh. clear 
voices miving, evidence of judicious training. 
Mr. Lazarus Rosenfeld gave a history of the new 
institution from the time the plans were drawn 
until the paint was dry. Mr. Jesse Seligman pre- 
sented the building to the city as “another link 
in its great chain of splendid charities.” Mayor 
Edson accepted it in un appropriate speech. 
Judge Noah Davis and the Rey. Dr. Kohler also 
had something to say. 

The new buildings occupy about 140 full city 
lots. The main building has a frontage of 280 
feet and is four stories high. Ali the buildings 
are of pressed brick, with stone trimmings. The 
main entrance has a broad brownstone portico, 
witn outer and inner doors of heavy oak. The 
vestibule is spacious and pretty, with oak trim- 
mings and a broad oak staircase. The basement 
of the main building is divided i to kitchens, 
washrooms, and storerooms, with two large re- 
ception rooms for the use of friends and rela- 
tives of tke children on visiting days. On the 
ground floor, in the wings, are separate swim- 
ming baths for males and females, each 19 by 19 
feet, and 4 feet deep. The square dormitories 
on the upper floor are well ligbted and weil ven- 
tilated. Each child has its separate cot. The 
attendants’ rooms adjoin the dormitories. 

The synagogue and assembly hall where the 
dedicatory services are held is handsomely 
trimmed in mahogany, ash, and cherry, and is 
lighted with stained glass windows, The pulpit 
and ark are made of imitation rosewood. The 
sewing rooms, officers’ rooms, and library are 
in the front part of the main building. The 
hospital wards, perfect in sanitary arrange- 
ments, and well equipped in case isolation 
should be necessary, are on the top floor. 
Every room in the building is heated by steam. 
Tbe drainage and plumbers’ work are said to 
be of the best. Electric fire alarms and call 
bells are placed in all the principal rooms. The 
asylum will accommodate very comfortably 
1,000 children, The total cost was $600,000.

THE COTTON EXPOSITION. 
MAYOR EDSON COMMENDS IT TO THE CITI- 


ZENS OF NEW-YORK. 

Mayor Edson yesterday issued a proc- 
lamation to the citizens of this city calling at- 
tention to the World’s Industrial and Cotton 
Cepvtennial Exposition, which is to be held in 
New-Orleans from Dec. 1 next to May 1, 1885. 
“It is not possible,” the, Mayor says, “at this 
time for the corporation of the city of New- 
York to contribute funds toward the success of 
this city’s display, the budget for this year 
having been fixed before the New-Orleans Ex- 


position assumed its inter-State and interna- 
tional character; I do not know, how- 
ever, that it is desirable—it certainly 
is not essential—for tbe corporation of 
the city to do so, because our mercantile 
and manufacturing interests in their private 
capacity are alive to the benefits which such an 
exposition brings them. It may not be inappro- 
priate in this connection to cail the attention of 
all who are interested in New-York City’s con- 
tinued commercial growth to the effect which 
this great exposition, held in a Southern city, is 
likely to ‘have upon the trade of Central and 
South America. The total annual commerce of 
these countries, comprising both exports and 
imports, isat present estimated at $676,000,0U0.” 
Of this immense trade the proclamation says 
that the United States controls not more 
than one-fifth, while, from its posi- 
tion acd advantages, this city alone 
should control not less than one-half. In 
concluding the Mayor says: “I therefore com- 
mend the World's Exposition of 1884-5 to the 
citizens of this city, and would urge upon them 
the propriety of taking immediate and active 
measures to secure the best and fullest exhibit 
of the producis and manufactures of which 
New-York City is the great mart. In order that 
properly organized effors shall be made to this 
end, a meeting will be held on Saturday, Oct. 25, 
at 12 o’clock noon, in the hall of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Commissioner General Morehead 
will be present and address the meeting.”

HONORING ARCHBISHOP RYAN. 
LAST NIGHT'S RECEPTION AT THE CLUB- 
HOUSE OF THE XAVIER UNION. 


The Xavier Union gavea reception last 
evening to Archbishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, in 
their clubhouse in West Twenty-seventh-street. 
Among those present were ex-Mayor Grace, 
Archbishop Corrigan, the Rey. P. F. Dealy, 
President of St. John’s College in Fordham; 
Emigration Commissioner James Lynch, Henry 


Amy, Eugene Kelly, Mgr. Preston, Michael Mc- 
Dowell, Charles D. Sweeney, the Rev. e 
F. Daly, William Angelo, H. W. Wiggins, 
the Rev. John Fulton, Judge Joseph F. 
Daly, Judge Charles Donohue, Park Com- 
missioner Crimmins, the Rev. P. A. O’Connor, 
and the Rev. Jobn Fiattery, of boston. 
Archbishop Ryan was accompanied from Phila- 
delphia by Stephen J. Farrelly, John Hardy, 
Charles Phillips, and §, J. Martin. The visiting 
prelate was introduced by Archbishop Corrigan, 
and Morgan J. O'Brien, the President of the 
union, delivered an address of welcome. Arch- 
bishop Ryan in response thanked the Xavier 
Union for tbe honor conferred upon bim. Three 
hundred men, he said, who were thus banded to- 
gether and imbued with the true Catholic spirit 
might effect a great deal of good. All the powers 
of Christianity were needed to prevent the dis- 
integration of society, but to form a proper im- 
pression upon society it was necessary that they 
should be united and be themselves what 
they desired society to be. The relation 
Catholics should bear to non-Catholics was of 
the utmost importance. ‘* As Catholics,’’ said 
the Archbishop, * we cannot be liberal in regard 
to doctrines of faith. In proportion to the depth 
of our conviction that we are right is our con- 
viction that all who contradict us in matters of 
faith must be wrong. But our religion should 
not interfere with our friendship for those who 
are beyond the pale of the church. I have al- 
ways regarded it,” conciuded Archbishop Ryan, 
“as a great misfortune to religion that some 
have so associated it with an unnatural gloom 
that 1t becomes unamiable inthe eyes of men, 
and especialiy of the youth. I bave no sympa- 
thy with those who make religion a moral 
straitjacket to try and crush outthe joys of 
the young heart.” 
A supper was served later in the evening. 
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POLICEMAN WALSH'S TRIAL. 

Policeman Richard Walsh, of Long Isl- 
and City, was placed on trial yesterday in the 
Queens County Court of Oyer and Terminer for 
the killing of Urbecindo Marino, the Spanish 
sailor, at Hunter’s Point early on the morning of 
Sept.4. Signor Gonzelas, of the Spanish Con- 
sulate, assisted District Attorney Fleming in the 
prosecution. Ex-Senator Covert defended 


Walsh. The two Spanish sailors who were in 
company with Marino at the time he was shot 
by Walsh testified that they attempted to cross 
the ferry at Hunter's Point, and that Marino 
offered a Spanish coin to pay the fares, but the 
ferrymaster would not receive it. They stood 
outside of the ferry gate when one of the ferry- 
men came out and rapped with a club. 
They then started up Ferry-street, Manno 
walking a sbort distance behind them. 
The heard a pistol shot, and looking back saw 
Marino fall. They wentto him, and while lift- 
ing him up Marino was shot again in the back. 
One of the witnesses was also shot in the arm. 
Both witnesses denied thatthey or Marino quar- 
relied with any one or drew knives. 

George Brown,a hackman, testified that he 
entered Hogan's saloon with Walsh about 1 
o'clock on the morning of the shooting. Ten 
minutes later they heard a noise outside and 
hurried out to the sidewalk. Walsh began shoot- 
ing almost immediately at the sailors, who were 
running around the coach standing in front of 
the saloon. Witness saw one of the sailors with 
a knife after{the shooting, Dr. William J. Bur- 
nett, who made an autopsy of Marino’s body. 
said that the man was shot twice in the back, and 
that they were line shots. The trial will be con- 
tinued to-day. 
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MRS. ANNA W. SKINNER'’S DEATH. 

Mrs. Anna W. Skinner, who died at Still- 
water, N. Y., on Aug. 18, wasa daughter of ex- 
Mayor Dormandy, of Hudson. Through her 
mother she was a descendant of some of the 
earliest settlers in this country. Her great 
grandfather, Robert Cooper, was a native of 
England. Living in New-York at the outbreak 
of the Revolution, he joined the forces under 
Washington and fought at Harlem Heights. He 
was taken prisioner at tbe surrender of Fort 
Montgomery, and was paroled through the 
efforts of his brother, Edward Cooper, an officer 
in the British Army. Robert Cooper’s wife was 
a daughter of Elizabeth Guelp, who was a 
Huguenot, a native of Guienne, and the sole 
survivor of her own family. With her father’s 
brother she fied to England after the revocation 
of the edict of Nantes, and joined the Puritans 
there. With them she came to America and 
settled in Boston. Mrs. Skinner's grandfather, 
Ichabod Rogers, born at New-London, in 1754, 
was a lineal descendant of James Rogers, the 
settler, who was a passenger on the Ircrease, 
and, according to the historian of New-London, 
“next to Gov. } heaping the richest man in the 
colony.” Mrs. Skinner had a very fine and well- 
cultivated voice, and was a pupu of Prof. F. H. 
Brown. Funeral services were held at Stillwater 
and at Christ Church, Hudson—her native city— 
on Oct. 20. Sbe was buried beside her grand- 
parents in the Hudson cemetery.
